Rush to the beaches 
as Britain gets set fer 
'hottest ever' Easter

WEATHER experts were last night 
predicting a record-breaking 
heatwave over Easter. 

Britain is set to be hotter than 
Madrid, Marrakesh and Athens this 
weekend - today it will hit 25C (77F) 
and Easter Sunday could even be 
the warmest since records began 
more than 175 years ago, with 26C 
predicted. 

Further record-breaking highs of 
up to 28C have been forecast for 
Monday and Tuesday, before 
Wednesday heralds a “breakdown 
of these warm conditions”. 

Yesterday, thousands raced to the 
beach to make the most of the 
sunshine and sales of barbecues 
and picnic food soared. 

Sunseekers flocked to 
Bournemouth, where temperatures 
soared to an ice cream-melting 23C. 

Boost 


An estimated 7.4 million Brits 
enjoying a “staycation” in the UK 
are expected to give the economy a 
£1.8bn boost as they flock to 
restaurants and hotels. 

Nicola Goode, from Bournemouth, 
Christchurch and Poole Council, 
said: “On Friday morning alone, 
there were 5,000 people down at 
Bournemouth beach with that set to 
double in the afternoon. 

“With this being an extended 
weekend, we could see even more 
than that over the coming days 
which is a real boost for the town.” 

The sizzling heat has already 
caused problems, however, with 
firefighters battling blazes on 
Cornwall’s Bodmin Moor and the 
Lyme Park in Cheshire. 

Police have also warned people to 
take care in the water after two 
swimmers died off Aberdeen. 

The women, aged 22 and 36, were 
spotted in difficulty at about 
12.40am on Friday. Police have

they staycationed in 2017. The trend 
for holidaying at home is now spread¬ 
ing to main family summer breaks. 

VisitBritain director Patricia Yates 
said: “We are hearing from many des¬ 
tinations that they are looking ahead 
to a strong summer season. 

“ The certainty of budgeting for a 
holiday at home, the ease and conveni¬ 
ence and the quality on offer are all 
tempting people.” 

The boost in British breaks is partly 
due to Brexit, with a quarter of those 
asked saying that uncertainty sur¬ 
rounding the UK’s EU exit has encour¬ 
aged them to holiday at home this 
year. 

This increases to 38 per cent of those 
aged 18-24. Last year’s unusually 


warm weather has also persuaded hol¬ 
idaymakers to stay in Britain. 

More than one in 10 polled say that- 
last year’s exceptional heatwave has 
influenced their travel choices for this 
year. 

Graham Donoghue, CEO of Sykes 
Holiday Cottages who drew up 
the index, said: “The UK 
offers everything from 
beach breaks to adrena¬ 
line-fueled adventures, 
meaning staycations are 
every bit as attractive as 
a holiday anywhere else

in the world.” He added: “Although 
Brexit has played a part, a number of 
other factors are boosting staycation 
bookings, and I expect the growth of 
British breaks to continue.” 

Popular tourism areas around the 
country confirmed they were celebrat¬ 
ing a resurgence in fortunes. 

Traditional seaside resorts such as 
Scarborough and Blackpool in the 
North and Brighton 
Bournemouth in the South are 
expected to get a boost. 

Others are choosing city des¬ 
tinations like London. 

The research found that 44 
per cent of those questioned 
felt that there is no need to 
go abroad because the 


UK has so much more to offer 
holidaymakers. 

Another 41 per cent said it was less 
stressful to stay in the UK than face 
airport security delays with 13percent 
admitting that they had a fear of 
flying. 

The study found that British families 
will spend an average of £925 on their 
main UK break, including accommo¬ 
dation, travel, food and spending 
money. 

But almost a third will spend less 
than £500. 

A separate study by financial com¬ 
parison site Finder.com also found that 
more than 56 per cent of us are plan¬ 
ning to choose holidays in the UK over 
EU mini-breaks this summer.

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‘Absolute madness’ as

FURY gripped Northern Ireland 
last night after hardline republicans 
tried to excuse the killing of a 
crusading journalist by the IRA’s 
latest murderous offshoot. 

Sara Canning, partner of Lyra 
McKee, 29, led condemnation of 
the “barbaric act” which crushed 
the couple’s “hopes and dreams”. 

Ms McKee is believed to have 
been shot dead by a gunman from 
the dissident New IRA as she cov¬ 
ered a battle between police and 
masked rioters on Thursday night. 

In a final tweet, she had posted 
a photograph of the scene in 
Londonderry, adding: “Absolute 
madness”. 

Police last night released CCTV 
footage of a masked man suspected 
of having shot dead Ms McKee. 

The footage shows her lifting her 
phone to take pictures moments 
before she was killed. 

As the camera moves, what is 
believed to be a gunman is shown 
lurking near the corner of a nearby 
building. 

He is then spotted later on in the 
same area just moments before he 
takes aim at officers. 

Police in Ireland are now on the 
hunt for the masked gunman and 
have called the killing of Ms McKee 
“senseless and appalling”.

Detective superintendent Jason 
Murphy said: “People saw the gun¬ 
man and people saw those who 
goaded young people out on to the 
streets, people know who they are. 

“The answers to what happened 
last night lie within the community. 
I am asking people to do the right 
thing for Lyra McKee, for her fam¬ 
ily and for the city of Derry/ 
Londonderry and help us stop this 
madness.” 

Earlier, radical republicans 
Saoradh claimed Ms McKee died 
accidentally after police “engi¬ 
neered confrontation with the 
community”. 

But Stephen Martin, deputy 
chief constable of the Police 
Service of Northern Ireland, 
said: “The gunman and those 
who share his warped ideol¬ 
ogy should hang their heads in 
shame today - they represent no 
one.” 

Ms Canning, also 29, said her 
partner - who edited US website 
Mediagazer - was a “shining light” 
and champion for gay people. 

“Our hopes and dreams and all 
of her amazing potential was 
snuffed out by this single barbaric 
act,” she added. 

“Victims and LGBTQI commu¬ 
nity are left without a tireless 
advocate and activist. 

“Lyra’s death must not be in 
vain because her life was a

THE witch hunt against 
Northern Ireland veterans 
brought up to eight thousand 
ex-servicemen to London yes¬ 
terday to condemn what they 
call The Great Betrayal. 

Massed ranks of former sol¬ 
diers were joined by ex-Navy 
and RAF personnel for a march 
along the Mall to Parliament to 
show their anger at the injustice 
of targeting veterans of the 
Troubles while terrorists go free. 

The demonstrators, pictured

Buckingham Palace where

they sang God Save the Queen, 
then to Parliament Square. 

Ex-Grenadier Guardsman Roy 
Brinkley, 62, commented: “This 
is tremendous support 
for our cause, a tremendous 
turn-out. 

“It’s fantastic and really heart¬ 
warming. Only by working 
together we will beat this 
injustice.” 

The Daily Express Betrayal Of 
Our Veterans crusade has won 
praise from servicemen for 


championing their cause - but 
the witch hunt goes on. 

This week an elderly veteran 
became the sixth soldier prose¬ 
cuted over the Troubles. 

Known only as Soldier B and 
now in his 70s, he is accused of 
the murder of a 15-year-old boy 
and of wounding another teen¬ 
ager with intent in 1972. 

Yet more than 500 convicted 
terrorists, mostly from the IRA, 
were freed from prison early 
under the Labour government’s 
1998 Good Friday Agreement. 

Many others were issued with 


official “letters of comfort” 
declaring they were not being 
pursued for murders, bombings 
and other offences. 

Ex-soldiers are still being pur¬ 
sued, however. 

Former foreign secretary Boris 
Johnson has criticised the new 
Historical Investigations Unit 
handling the cases, saying: “It 
will achieve nothing except the 
misery of a few old men. 

“It will serve as a terrible 
warning to anyone thinking of 
joining the services - that poli¬ 
tics sometimes trumps justice.”

journalistic circles after writing a 
2014 blog which spoke about the dif¬ 
ficulties of growing up gay in Belfast. 

Ian Murray, Society of Editors exec¬ 
utive director, said: “Lyra was a tre¬ 
mendous talent and the journalistic 
world has lost one of its bright hopes 
for the future.” 

Police said the unrest that sparked 
the tragedy began on the Creggan 
estate when officers mounted a 
search operation in a bid to avert 
problems at this week’s march to 
mark the anniversary of the Easter 
Rising. Youths began throwing petrol 


bombs at police, cars were set alight, 
and handgun shots were fired. One 
fatally wounded Ms McKee. 

Assistant chief constable Mark 
Hamilton said: “Our assessment at 
this time is that the New IRA are 
most likely to be behind this.” 

Saoradh issued a statement 
describing the murder as a “heart¬ 
breaking” accident. 

It added: “The blame for last night 
lies squarely at the feet of the British 
Crown Forces, who sought to grab 
headlines and engineered confronta¬ 
tion with the community.”

New IRA stands accused of at least four murders 


THE New IRA are heirs to the old 
Provisional killers who spear¬ 
headed terror throughout the 
Northern Ireland Troubles. 

Following the killing of Lyra 
McKee, police blame them for at 
least three other murders. 

Northern Ireland’s assistant 
chief constable Mark Hamilton 
said the “violent dissident repub-

licans” were the “most likely” 
perpetrators for letter bombs sent 
to targets including Heathrow and 
London City airports last month. 

Previously called the Real IRA, 
they started in the late 1990s, 
leaving the Provisionals in objec¬ 
tion to the ceasefire. They rose to 


grim prominence by planting the 
Omagh bomb, which killed 29 
people in August 1998. 

The group became riven by 
feuds and the name New IRA 
came after it merged with several 
smaller groups in 2011. 

Its first murder under the new 
franchise was of Catholic police¬ 
man Ronan Kerr, 25, outside his 


home in Omagh. It was also linked 
to the deaths of prison officers 
David Black and Adrian Ismay in 
2012 and 2016 respectively. 

Mr Black, 52, was gunned down 
as he drove to work in 
Maghaberry Prison, Lisburn. 

Mr Ismay, also 52, was killed by 
a bomb planted under his van as 
he drove in East Belfast.

THOSE individuals involved 
in this latest terrible atrocity 
are likely to have grown up 
in the post-Troubles age. 

But this new generation 
are young men who are 
angry and well-armed. 

It is a dangerous trend, 
and unintended outbreaks 
of violence are more likely 
than ever. 

Much has been said 
about how Brexit 
jeopardised the peace in 
Northern Ireland. But the 
greater risk is the 
demographics of terrorism. 

The Province has always 
been a tinderbox. But there 
are now more matches 
dancing and the box is in 
less control than ever. 

Journalists are one of the 
few professions - outside 
the emergency services - 
who when confronted with a 
riot run towards the centre. 

On the few occasions 
over the past days when 
police have cleared 
eco-protesters strangling 
London, journalists have 
been there to run towards 
the heart of the action. 

The risks are obvious; by 
the time they retire, security 
correspondents often 
resemble the walking 
wounded. 

Tragedy 

While Thursday was a 
freak tragedy for Lyra 
McKee, the heroism she 
showed is demonstrated 
by hundreds of British 
reporters who take such 
risks every day. 

Such an atrocity would 
have been a faint possibility 
during the Troubles. 

There were virtually no 
deaths of journalists prior 
to the Good Friday 
Agreement and when 
journalists were kidnapped 
they were released. 

The one journalist 
deliberately killed by 
terrorism in Northern 
Ireland, Martin O’Hagan, 
died in 2001. O’Hagan, a 
former IRA terrorist himself 
was killed by a unionist 
paramilitary over his 
reporting on drug dealing. 

The IRA knew targeting 
journalists would have cost 
it in the public eye. 

Had a journalist had been 
caught in the crossfire, the 
act would be disavowed 
- the culprit facing the 
euphemistic “internal 
discipline”. 

However, the demise 
of the IRA means that 
paramilitaries are now 
younger, less-disciplined 
and lack organised 
leadership.

HEN my mobile 
phone was 

snatched out of 
my hands by a 
moped rider 

outside a train 
station a few years ago, I was left 
angry, shaken and vulnerable. 

By the inconvenience, yes. But, 
more importantly, by the fact that 
the streets felt slightly less safe 
than they had just minutes before. 

Every time someone commits a 
mugging, a burglary, an act of van¬ 
dalism, it damages our society. 

It makes us feel less safe and 
reduces the sense of trust and com¬ 
munity that binds us all together. 

The recent rise in serious vio¬ 
lence has also served to erode 
these bonds even further. 

On a weekly basis, we are wak¬ 
ing up to the news that there has 
been more bloodshed on our 
streets, with another person 
stabbed or attacked. 

Last year, we saw a 14 per cent 
increase in homicides and a 15 per 
cent increase in hospital admis¬ 
sions for assaults involving a sharp 


instrument. It’s reached the point 
that, for the first time, crime is now 
a more important issue to the pub¬ 
lic than health. 

I’m sure all Express readers will 
agree with me when I say that we 
cannot and must not ignore the 
damage crime causes. 

And when it comes to the recent 
surge in violence, we need to treat 
it as a national emergency. 

Like many parents with teenag¬ 
ers, I’ve laid in bed at night waiting 
for them to come in from nights 
out safe and sound. I think to 


myself, what if they are out in the 
wrong place at the wrong time? 
What if they get into an argument 
that then escalates? 

Since becoming Home Secretary, 
I’ve met grieving parents who have 
faced the tragic reality of losing 
children to knife crime. 

On every occasion, the sheer 
anguish and distress they have 
faced has left a lasting mark on 
me. 

Many have lost children of a 
similar age to mine - hammering 
home the stark reality of the situa¬ 


tion we are facing. It’s these per¬ 
sonal experiences that have driven 
my determination to reverse this 
trend and stop the killings. 

It’s these experiences which 
have informed the blueprint of 
how I want to tackle this scourge. 

Earlier this week I set out my 
vision to tackle the root causes of 
crime. 

It starts with preventing our chil¬ 
dren and young people from pick¬ 
ing up knives in the first place. 

This is exactly why our Serious 
Violence Strategy combines tough 


law enforcement with a focus on 
early intervention. Early interven¬ 
tion means engaging with vulnera¬ 
ble young people before they turn 
to a destructive life of crime. 

It’s about offering them hope, an 
alternative to life on the streets. 

We are investing more than 
£220million in this work to fund 
grassroots organisations that turn 
the lives of vulnerable young peo¬ 
ple around. 

Coming from an underprivileged 
neighbourhood myself, I know all 
too well how disadvantaged young 
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people can be set up to fail. They 
may struggle in school, have cha¬ 
otic family lives and be given lim¬ 
ited opportunities. 

It’s this feeling of hopelessness 
and a desire to belong that drives 
some young people into the arms 
of gangs and to carry knives for 
protection. 

I was one of the fortunate ones. 
I had loving and supportive par¬ 
ents who worked tirelessly to give 
me and my siblings a better future. 

It shouldn’t, however, be left to 
chance. 

N O child’s future 
should be pre-deter- 
mined by their cir¬ 
cumstances and if 
they want to make a 
change for the bet¬ 
ter it’s our responsibility to sup¬ 
port them. 

That’s why we are introducing a 
public health approach that will 
help our hard-working teachers, 
health workers and social workers 
support young people at risk of 
getting drawn into crime. 

Once identified, they will be 
given that necessary support to 
divert them from going down the 
wrong path. 

There are many organisations 
supported through our early inter¬ 
vention funding who are doing 
fantastic work to turn around the 
lives of vulnerable young people. 

They include Redthread - a 
charity which works in A&E 
departments, intervening at the 
crucial point when a young person 
is wheeled into hospital after 
being stabbed. 

We also support St Giles Trust, 
who provide specialist help for 
young people affected by gang- 
related violence and exploitation. 

Its projects are run by youth 
workers who found themselves in 
challenging situations but made it 
out. 

Offering opportunity is also 
about giving people a second 
chance, a chance to wipe the slate 
clean. 

That’s why I’m looking at disclo¬ 
sure rules around criminal convic¬ 
tions, to help adults who may 
have had previous minor brushes 
with the law as youngsters to get 
on in life. 

We must not write off this gen¬ 
eration and we must provide a 
good start for the next. 

But we also need immediate 
action to bring rising violence 
under control. 

I’ve listened to police about the 
tools, powers and resources they 
need to fight this menace. 

That’s why we’re increasing 
police funding by over a billion 
pounds this year, including from 
council tax and our new serious 
violence fund. 

The £100million for serious vio¬ 
lence will help tackle crime in hot 
spot areas that are worst affected. 

Police asked for increased stop 
and search powers - we gave it to 
them.

To stop more communities 
being destroyed by endless vio¬ 
lence and lack of opportunity. 

Too often discussions around 
crime are politicised and reduced 
to simplistic attack lines. 

But I’m interested in doing what 
works based on the best evidence 
and advice available. 

I’m confident that by working 
together we can stop people 
becoming both victims and crimi¬ 
nals - ensuring young people are 
not left behind and live a fulfilling 
life away from crime.

DAME Emma Thompson denied 
being a climate change hypocrite 
yesterday despite flying more than 
5,000 miles to join green demon¬ 
strators in London. 

The Oscar-winning British actress, 
60, addressed the issue of her own 
carbon footprint after climbing on 
to a pink boat placed at Oxford 
Circus as part of the protests. 

Speaking to the crowd for a sec¬ 
ond day she said: “Sometimes I 
have to fly, but I don’t fly as much as 
I used to. Where is the hypocrisy? If 
I could fly cleanly, I would.” 

Dame Emma, whose flight from 
Los Angeles to London burned 
around 70 tons of aviation fuel, 
added: “It’s always turned back on 
the individual - ‘you’re the one who 
flies’.The fact of the matter is, every¬ 
one has been asking for clean 
energy for decades. 

“I’ve watched successive govern¬ 
ments sign successive agreements on 
climate change over the years and 
then I’ve watched them absolutely 
and utterly ignore the agreements 
that they’ve made because they’re 
not legally binding. 

“I can’t describe the level of 
hypocrisy from our government.” 

The actress dismissed those who

argued that the protests were drain¬ 
ing police resources, saying: “It’s not 
as if we are burning things down.

She admitted the demos were 
inconveniencing people but said the 
Suffragettes “disrupted an awful 
lot of people’s lives in order to get 
something that we now take for 
granted”.

Ken Marsh, chairman of the 
Metropolitan Police Federation, 
said: “This is unprecedented. 
People are queuing up to be 
arrested. It is labour draining, 
resource draining. They have 


thought about it very, very 
carefully and caught us off guard. 

“The problem is, we have got to 
have leave. We are not robots, 
we’re human beings.The 
ramifications are quite clear - at 
some point officers won’t be out 
doing what they should.” 

Mr Marsh added: “We’re 


stretched to the limit.” The 
Metropolitan Police confirmed 
officers from the Violent Crime 
Task Force, set up to tackle knife 
and gun crime, were working 
longer hours. But it said the unit 
had been “ring-fenced” to ensure 
there were enough officers to 
combat violent crime.

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‘Guilty’ baronet donates 50 
oaks to rebuild Notre-Dame

AN ECCENTRIC English aristocrat 
is sending 50 oak trees to help 
rebuild Notre-Dame - because he 
feels guilty about his family’s his¬ 
tory of “killing French people”. 

Sir Benjamin Slade, 72, said he 
felt compelled to help rebuild the 
stricken cathedral in Paris to “make 
amends” after years of his ancestors 
battling nobility in France. 

One family member, Sir Thomas 
Slade, designed Horatio Nelson’s 
flagship HMS Victory which led the 
successful attack against the French 
and Spanish fleets at the Battle of 
Trafalgar in 1805. 

The 7th Baronet, who made his 
millions as a shipping magnate, said 
he would transport 50 oak trees to 
France from his 2,000-acre estate at 
Maunsel House in Somerset. 

The Grade Il-listed ancestral 
home is believed to have been built 
in the late 14th century, and it is 
thought that Geoffrey Chaucer 
wrote part of The Canterbury Tales 
while staying there. 

Sir Ben said: “I was shocked at 
the news about Notre-Dame and I 
feel a bit guilty about how my fam¬ 
ily has treated the French over the 
centuries, especially as one of my 
ancestors designed Nelson’s ship 
the Victory and built it out of 
English oak, so I thought this ges¬ 
ture might help to make amends.” 

A devastating inferno ripped 
through the famous Paris landmark 
on Monday night, toppling its spire 
and destroying most of the roof. 

Traditional Holy Week festivities 
have had to be hastily rearranged. 
Liturgies for Good Friday and 
today’s Vigil have been moved to 
the nearby St. Sulpice. 

And tomorrow’s Easter Mass will 
be held at St. Eustache, another 
imposing church only a short stroll 
from the cathedral. 

The rector of Notre-Dame said 
yesterday that a “computer glitch” 
might have caused the fire. 

Patrick Chauvet did not elabo¬ 


rate, adding only that we will 
“maybe find out what happened in 
two or three months”. 

Investigators continue to question 
cathedral staff as well as workers 
who were carrying out renovations 
on the gothic architectural 
masterpiece. 

But they have not been able to 


begin searching for evidence as 
safety hazards have prevented them 
entering the charred interior. 

France’s President Emmanuel 
Macron yesterday hosted officials 
from the United Nations cultural 
agency at the Elysee Palace in the 
French capital to set out ideas for 
the reconstruction of the iconic 


cathedral. He met with state dele¬ 
gates from Unesco, which oversees 
global heritage projects. 

The meeting took place as archi¬ 
tects and experts assess how to 
stabilise the World Heritage Site’s 
structure and protect it from the 
rain. 

Meanwhile, scam artists are sell¬ 


ing ashes supposedly salvaged from 
the blaze on eBay. 

An unscrupulous seller from the 
UK listed “Notre-Dame Cathedral 
Ashes” with a starting bid of £500 
on the internet auction site. 

The description of the lot was for 
“approximately lOOg” with “free 
postage”.

This carnage and bloodshed on our once 
safe streets must come to an end - 
immediately.

HAT more devas¬ 
tating an indict¬ 
ment of the current 
political chaos 
could there be than 
that it is now con¬ 
ceivable Jeremy Corbyn could 
become prime minister? 

He may have been Leader of 
the Opposition since 2015 and 
fought a general election but 
there has still been little 
detailed scrutiny of what a 
Corbyn government would be 
like. We have - quite rightly - 
heard lots about his disgusting 
support for the IRA, his 
embrace of terrorists as 
“friends” and his chairmanship 
of Stop The War - an organisa¬ 
tion dedicated to supporting the 
enemies of the West. 

You would have to have lived 
in a cave not to be aware that 
Labour has been engulfed in an 
anti-Semitism crisis and that 
even Labour MPs such as Dame 
Margaret Hodge openly label 
Mr Corbyn himself as an 
anti-Semite. 

But how many of us are 
aware of the detailed policies 
that Labour would implement? 
Policies that would be ruinous - 
and would undo all the good 
work done in the years since 
Baroness Thatcher turned the 
country round in the 1980s. 

It is time that Labour was 
scrutinised not simply for the 
character and views of its 
leader and those around him, 
but for the specific policies they 
want to introduce. 


L AST week, for example, 

Labour’s shadow educa¬ 
tion secretary, Angela 
Rayner - who is tipped by many 
as a possible successor to 
Mr Corbyn - announced that a 
Labour government would 
abolish primary school SATs. If 
she took power, she would 
scrap the maths and English 
tests taken by seven and 
11-year-old pupils. 

When SATs were introduced 
in 1991, parents had no objec¬ 
tive evidence to determine how 
their children were doing or 
how schools were doing. All 
they had was guff - the constant 
mantra from the education 
establishment that standards 



were rising and everything was 
wonderful. Except they weren’t 
and it wasn’t. It was only when 
test results could be measured 
independently that we could 
get a grip on which schools 
were failing and what the real 
story was. 

But the teaching unions, 
dominated by the Lefty ideo¬ 
logues who ruined state educa¬ 
tion before they were taken on 
and defeated, have always 
hated SATs. No surprise, there¬ 
fore, that Labour has pledged to 
scrap them. 

Yesterday 59 academy trust 
chiefs, head teachers and edu¬ 
cation experts published a letter 


stating that these externally set 
and marked national tests were 
the most “accurate, fair and 
objective” way to assess a 
pupil’s progress - and, crucially, 
that it would be poorer children 
who would suffer most if 
Labour abolished SATs. 

It has taken years of patient 
and deliberate work from the 
Blair government onwards to 
make significant improvements 
in state education. Labour 
would reverse that in one 
fell swoop. 

The truth is that abolishing 
SATs would be just one exam¬ 
ple of the disaster a Labour 
government would usher in.

Labour plans the biggest 
shake-up of industrial relations 
since Baroness Thatcher’s vital 
reforms. Led by people who 
regard the collapse of the Soviet 
Union as a calamity, they aim to 
revolutionise our economy with 
a series of measures designed to 
replace individual freedom with 
collective action. 

That would mean introducing 
so-called “sectoral collective 
bargaining”. Instead of employ¬ 
ees negotiating with their own 
employer, every car worker, 
every journalist, every account¬ 
ant, every electrician - you 
get the picture - would be 
part of one national pay and 
terms negotiation. 

T HE point of this, of 

course, is to transform 
the power of the unions, 
since it would be the unions 
that acted as employees’ 
national representative. 

Remember that Corbyn’s 
Labour sees individuals as 
servants of the state rather than 
the other way round. This is not 
so much a return to the 1970s 
as the first step towards the 
“Venezualisation” of the econ¬ 
omy because for the Corbynites 
Venezuela is not a warning to 
be heeded but a model to be 
aspired to. 

Take the party’s commitment 
to renationalisation. There is a 
sensible debate to be had over 
whether rail privatisation has 
worked. But Labour is not 
engaged in that debate. Rather, 
it sees state ownership as an 
end in itself. In the last election 
it promised to renationalise 
National Grid and Royal Mail 
- pointless proposals that would 
cost a fortune. 

Labour said it would cost 
nothing - which was revealing, 
as the only way that could be 
true is if Labour intended to 
nationalise without compensat¬ 
ing the shareholders. That is 
theft - but from revolutionary 
socialists who revere Venezuela, 
it is entirely to be expected. 

These are just some of the 
concrete plans Labour has for 
government. Labour would 
destroy Britain as a functioning 
free society. Its plans must be 
scrutinised before it is too late. 

More 
like cowards 

IN WHAT other capital city would 
a bunch of middle-class, 
self-indulgent eco-warriors be 
allowed to choke off most of it, 
crippling business and transport

I’ll tell you why

themselves. They’d be firing 
water cannons, shooting real 
bullets or throwing them in a cell 
never to see daylight again. So, 
they care about climate change 

- just not enough to go to where 
the REAL damage is being done.

I’M SURE Dame Emma Thompson 
is feeling very pleased with herself 
and very Right On having flown 
5,400 miles from Los Angeles to 
join all the other middle-class 
protesters from Extinction 
Rebellion.

A TERRIFIED teenage girl was 
stalked through a city centre then 
brutally raped as her helpless 
boyfriend watched live on video 
through a phone app. 

The 19-year-old victim had 
called him using FaceTime after 
realising she was being followed. 

It meant that although he was 
left powerless to halt the attack 
he was able to capture a screen- 
shot image of her attacker 
stamping on his girlfriend 
moments before raping her. 

The evidence was enough to 
put Portuguese-born Samuel 
Fortes behind bars for life 
this week. 

Leeds Crown Court heard how 
Fortes, 27, followed his victim 
through the centre of the city in 
the early hours of Saturday, June 
23, last year as she walked home 
after a night out. 

The victim’s boyfriend saw the 
beginning of her 15-minute 
ordeal before Fortes smashed her 
mobile phone, cutting off the 
footage. He dialled 999 to alert 
the police. 

Convictions 

Fortes, who had travelled from 
Sheffield to cruise Leeds’s bars, 
fled, hiding for two hours in 
a bush before catching a 
train home. 

But he was identified after a 
single strand of his hair was 
discovered entangled in the hair 
of the victim. It revealed his 
DNA, which was known to police 
following previous convictions 
for domestic violence and 
carrying a knife. 

Officers later linked blood- 
splattered trainers found at his 
home to the victim. CCTV 
footage was recovered showing 
him tailing the student. 

He had pleaded guilty to rape 
and GBH with intent at an earlier 
appearance and, on Thursday, 
was sentenced to life with a mini¬ 
mum eight years behind bars. 

David Gordon, prosecuting, 
said Fortes, who has lived in the

UK for nine years, stamped on 
his victim and repeatedly 
punched her in the face during 
the brutal attack. 

As she pleaded with him to 
stop he simply smirked. 

Mr Gordon said: “He punched 
her with force using both hands. 
He hit her in the face more than 
five times. 

“He raped her while she was 
being assaulted. She was power¬ 
less to stop him.” 

The student suffered a broken 
eye socket and horrific facial 
bruising. 

She was discovered bloodied 
and semi-naked by passers-by 
and told a police officer she 


thought she was going to die. 
But in an emotional victim 
impact statement the victim, 
who is now 20, told Fortes: 
“I pity you”. 

She added that she “has a lot to 
look forward to in life and I will 
not allow a stranger to ruin that 
for me”. 

She and her boyfriend were 
still together, she said, but 
admitted: “It was difficult for my 
boyfriend to see the beginning of 
the attack.” 

Judge Rodney Jameson QC 
told the victim her “extraordi¬ 
nary” statement was the most 
remarkable he “had ever 
encountered”. 



Regular 
exercising 
cuts risk of 
dementia

REGULAR exercise 
slows brain ageing and 
reduces dementia risk, 
a study shows. 

Going for a run or 
doing an exercise class 
at the gym for two and a 
half hours a week could 
cut the age of the brain 
by more than one year. 

Boston University 
School of Medicine in 
the US also said that 
each hour of physical 
activity on top of that is 
equivalent to 1.1 years 
less brain ageing. 

Dr Nicole Spartano 
said: “Every additional 
hour of light intensity 
physical activity was 
associated with higher 
brain volumes, even 
among individuals not 
meeting current 
physical activity 
guidelines. 

“This data is 
consistent with the 
notion that potential 
benefits of physical 
activity on brain ageing 
may accrue at a lower, 
more achievable level of 
intensity or volume.” 

The study is part of 
the recent guidelines 
for Americans 
published last year and 
relied on data provided 
by the Framingham 
Heart Study.

I am going to get marked 
out of 10’. 

“I try and stay away from it

I T’S possible that James Bond 
has finally met his match. 
Phoebe Waller-Bridge, star 
and creator of BBC TV 
comedy Fleabag and writer 
of the thriller Killing Eve, has 
been drafted in to help with the 
script of the latest Bond movie - 
the fifth and final time in the role 
for Daniel Craig, pictured right. 

If the producers were looking for 
someone who could match the 
promiscuity of Bond, then Waller- 
Bridge’s Fleabag character would 
be spot on - she’s a woman who 
has an attitude to sex that Bond 
would certainly appreciate. 

Rumour has it that Waller-Bridge 
has introduced a female character 
to 007’s latest outing who resists 
his charms and is not seduced by 
Bond. Fleabag is far more likely to 
have succumbed on the spot. 

The film has had a troubled start 
after director Danny Boyle quit 
over “artistic differences” and now 
the 33-year-old star writer has 
been drafted in to help. 

So who is the woman whose 
edgy skills have made her one of 
the most in-demand screenwriters? 
Despite the earthy humour - some 
would say crudity - of Fleabag, 
Waller-Bridge actually comes from 
a very upmarket background, 
boasting a couple of baronets in 
her lineage and a Catholic private 
school education. 

Born in Ealing, West London, her 
grandfather was Sir John Edward 
Longueville Clerke, 12th Baronet 
of Hitcham, and on her father’s 
side she is a descendant of 
Conservative MP The Rev. Sir 
Egerton Leigh, a 2nd Baronet. 

Her father Michael co-founded 
Tradepoint, the first fully electronic 
stock market, and her mother 
Teresa works for the Ironmongers’ 
Company in the City - one of 
London’s “great 12” livery 
companies that administer charita¬ 
ble trusts. 

The couple are divorced. Older 
sister Isobel is a composer in him

and television and younger brother 
Jasper is a music manager. 

Waller-Bridge went to St 
Augustine’s Priory, a Catholic girls’ 
school followed by the inde¬ 
pendent DLD College in 
Marylebone, and then 
graduated from the 
Royal Academy of 
Dramatic Art. 

She thought 
that would be 
enough to give 
her a career in 
acting but on leav¬ 
ing Rada in 2006. 
her belief that “being 
posh with curly hair 
equals a Shakespearean 
career” turned out to be wrong 
and she struggled to find work. 

It wasn’t just her. She felt there 
was a marked lack of good roles 
for women: “The girls didn’t get 
many decent parts because not 
that many plays have them,” 
Waller-Bridge said. “I was always 
crying or pointing at things.” 

When director Vicky Jones was 
fired from a play in which Waller- 
Bridge was performing, she quit as 



well and the two became firm 
friends. Drowning their sorrows 
over a bottle of wine in a pub, the 
pair set up their own theatre 
company, Dry White. 

They began with short-format 
plays often performed in pubs and 
Fleabag started life as a 10- 
minute stand-up routine. 
It was expanded into a 
one-hour, one-woman 
show for the 2013 
Edinburgh Festival 
that was described 
by one critic as a 
character who “has 
proudly embraced 
her inner slut”. 
“Fleabag came out 
of the depths of me,” 
Waller-Bridge said, citing 
the humiliating but hilarious 
experiences she and friends had 
experienced being single. 

“If we can laugh about those 
things we can survive.” 

When she told Olivia Colman, 
Academy Award-winning star of 
The Favourite and TV’s 
Broadchurch, that she was going 
into writing, the actress told her 
that if there was a suitable role, she 
would be interested. And so one of 
the biggest British names in drama 


became the awkward stepmother 
to Fleabag. The television show 
came about after the Edinburgh 
production transferred to London’s 
Soho Theatre and the controller of 
BBC Comedy saw it. 

The first season of Fleabag was 
made while she developed the TV 
thriller Killing Eve, now into its 
second series with a third already 
commissioned. 

In 2015 she appeared with 
Colman as junior barrister Abby 
Thompson in the second series of 
Broadchurch. 

The same year, she wrote and 
starred in Crashing, a comedy 
drama following the lives of six 
twenty-somethings living as 
property guardians in a disused 
hospital. 

“It was my homage to shows I’d 
grown up on, like Friends and This 
Life,” she said. 

In 2017 she won a Bafta for 
Fleabag for best female perfor¬ 
mance in a comedy. 

With the lead character’s 
comments to the viewer and wry 
observations about modern life, it 
is very different from traditional 
BBC comedies. 

As well as Colman, it attracted 
some of the biggest names in

British acting including Bill 
Paterson, who plays Fleabag’s 
father. Watched by 750,000 
people, its second series was 
switched to BBC One, where it 
averaged 2.5million viewers on a 
Monday night. 

In the latest run it also featured 
Sherlock villain Andrew Scott as a 
handsome clergyman and Four 
Weddings and a Funeral star 
Kristin Scott Thomas.

ALLER-BRIDGE has 
said that Fleabag is 
now finished after its 
poignant final episode and she will 
not be returning to it. 

“We’ve had a ball,” she says, 
“but it’s time to move on.” 

Fleabag was, she has said, “very 
personal” but not autobiographi¬ 
cal. She married documentary 
maker Conor Woodman in 2015, 
who asked her out after watching 
her act in a play in which she spent 
most of the performance naked 
in a bath. 

They married in a chateau in 
France. However, it did not last. 
They announced their divorce in 
2017 and she is now in a relation¬ 
ship with playwright, screenwriter 
and director Martin McDonagh. 

If Fleabag is a character who 
makes women cheer and men 
squirm, Waller-Bridge was not 
frightened by the possible audi¬ 
ence reaction - she even showed 
some early cuts to her family. 

And she was thrilled by her 
brother’s reaction. 

“I think you’re going to scare a 
lot of men with this show. It’s going 
to freak them out,” he told her. 

Who knows? She may have the 
same effect on Bond. Anyone who 
has seen the very first episode of 
her comedy will be aware that 
after a Martini or two Fleabag is 
prepared to go to places that 007 
wouldn’t contemplate.

Pair lose long 
fight over 40ft 
trees next door 


A COUPLE who claimed their 
neighbours’ 40ft trees blocked the sun 
from their garden have lost a 10-year 
battle to get them cut down. 

Gary and Patricia Davidson had 
been locked in a lengthy dispute with 
next-door neighbour John Laing over 
his overgrown trees and shrubs. 

The local council ordered Mr Laing 
to reduce the height of a conifer hedge 
to 12ft, but spared two Norwegian 
spruce - the tallest trees in the garden 
- which are more than 50 years old. 

The Davidsons said the trees, in 
Bearsden, East Dunbartonshire, left 
their garden in darkness. 

But Mr Laing said chopping them 
down would ruin his “little oasis” and 
negatively affect “25 different types of 
birds” who regularly visit. 

Mr Laing said: “I’ve been here for 
42 years and never had a complaint 
from anyone else apart from them. 

“They don’t like trees and that’s fine 
but I’m entitled to have them in my 
garden and enjoy them. 

“We have complied with the council

ruling and taken down the smaller 
hedge to 12ft as instructed. 

“There is nothing they can do about 
the Norwegian spruce but they are 
entitled to cut it back along the 
boundary between us.” 

In their original letter to East 
Dunbartonshire Council, the 
Davidsons said the trees were “an 
oppressive barrier to light”. 

In a bid to reverse the decision, they 
contacted the environmental appeals 
division of the Scottish Government to 
claim the ruling to spare the trees was 
“unreasonable”. 

The couple added: “We fully 
appreciate Mr and Mrs Laing value 
privacy, greenery and wildlife, and we 
do not wish to put our values in front 
of anyone else’s but hope that during 
this appeal they can be considered in 
equal measure.” 

But they were later told they had 
failed to lodge their appeal within the 
time limit.

Gun killer

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MANY teachers are being attacked by 
pupils at least once a week, according 
to a shock poll. 

Nine out of 10 said they suffered 
physical or verbal abuse in the last 
year, about a quarter said pupils were 
assaulting them at least once a week - 
and four per cent said it was every day. 

The poll of 4,912 staff by the 
NASUWT union also found 86 per 
cent of staff had been sworn at and 
more than two out of five threatened. 

Nearly three in 10 have been hit, 
punched or kicked, and 39 per cent 
shoved or barged. Some were also spat 
at, headbutted, and had personal prop¬ 
erty damaged. 



Nine out of 10 
teachers have

One teacher said: “I feel unsafe in 
my place of work, and I feel like I have 
had all of my powers to deal with 
unruly behaviour stripped away.” 

Another, who has since left teach¬ 
ing, said: “Having taught for almost 
40 years I have witnessed a demon¬ 
strable and seemingly unstoppable 
deterioration in pupil behaviour. 

“Teachers are, it seems, now 
expected to tolerate verbal abuse and 
threats as par for the course and, quite 
literally, an occupational hazard.” 

Four out of five respondents said 
abuse from pupils had affected their 
morale. One said their school had 
become a “frightening place” and they

tried to use the corridors only at quiet 
times “as I simply assume I will be 
stampeded, pushed or sworn at”. 

Fifty-two per cent of teachers said 
they were made to feel poor pupil 
behaviour was their fault, while others 
cited a culture where verbal and physi¬ 
cal abuse was part of the job. 

Only 15 per cent felt pupils were 
dealt with appropriately and six per 
cent said no action was taken. 

One claimed: “I was discouraged 
from reporting violence against me - 
this could 'harm my career’.” 

Another teacher said: “I’m a former 
rugby player and have been more pro¬ 
tected against physical violence and 
verbal intimidation on the pitch than I 
feel at work.” 

NASUWT general secretary Chris 
Keates said: “No teacher should ever 
have to go to work with the expecta¬ 
tion of being verbally or physically 
abused, but it is clear from this survey 
that for too many teachers this is the 
day-to-day reality.” 

A Department for Education spokes¬ 
man said: “Teachers and school staff 
have a right to be safe while doing 
their jobs and any form of misconduct, 
particularly violence towards them, is 
completely unacceptable. 

“We have made great strides in 
empowering teachers to tackle this 
issue.”

Serious burns from scalding water on the rise 


THE number of people seriously burned 
by scalding water has risen, figures show. 

NHS Digital data revealed a rise over 
three years in numbers of people needing 
hospital treatment for burns from taps, 
heating appliances, radiators and pipes. 

Last year, hospitals treated 755 people 
scalded by water from taps, a rise of six 
per cent on the year before. And 962 


people were treated in hospital for contact 
burns from heating appliances, radiators 
and pipes - up from 914 in 2016/17 and 
840 in 2015/16. 

The data, analysed by the Chartered 
Institute of Plumbing and Heating 
Engineering, found the elderly and young 
children were among those most affected. 

Industry body chief Kevin Wellman said: 


“The saddest thing about these incidents 
is that they are nearly always accidental 
and can be prevented. 

“We need to reduce the risk by raising 
general awareness of the dangers in our 
homes and change legislation to enforce 
the use of protective devices such as 
thermostatic mixing valves, which blend 
hot and cold water to a safe temperature.”

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The queen of 
Harry and 
Meghan's Royal 
wedding choir on 
getting a record 
deal and a 
nationwide tour

I T TOOK just one song to change 
Karen Gibson’s life. “When we went in 
to the chapel we were a choir that not 
many people had heard of - but when 
we came out we had to have body¬ 
guards to cross the road,” she recalls. 
Of course, it wasn’t just any chapel from 
which Karen’s band of singers emerged. 

Nearly a year ago her Kingdom Choir sang 
an emotional, pitch-perfect rendition of 
Stand By Me at the wedding of none other 
than Prince Harry and Meghan Markle at 
St George’s Chapel in Windsor. 

Their performance instantly catapulted the 
group into the spotlight, watched by a global 
audience of billions who were transfixed by 
their combination of old-style choral 
discipline with raw gospel sound - not that 
Karen and her singers knew it at the time. 
“We had no idea about how many were 
watching us sing,” she recalls now. 

“I knew there was a level of interest in this 
wedding, but if I had known quite how many 
people were watching, 
then I would have been 
scared half to death. As 
it was I just concen¬ 
trated on doing my job. 

We all did.” 

But it was a job that 
proved to be life-chang¬ 
ing. In the aftermath of 
the Royal wedding on 
May 19 last year the 
choir have not only 
released their first 
album but travelled to 
Australia to perform at 
the closing ceremony 
for the Invictus Games. 

They’re now under¬ 
taking a nationwide 
tour that will see them 
perform in the Royal 
Albert Hall on the first anniversary of the 
Duke and Duchess of Sussex’s wedding. 

It’s a far cry from Karen’s humble roots - 
she still lives in south London and shops at 
her local Asda. The difference these days is 
that it is to widespread recognition. 

“I thought after what happened when we 
left the chapel that there would be a degree 
of fuss for a little while but a year later 
people are still approaching me when I am 
out and about and thanking me for our 
performance,” she says. “That’s a daily 
occurrence and it’s a beautiful thing.” 

Karen’s passion for music shines out of her.

While not from a musical background, she 
was encouraged to sing from a young age. 

“My mum sent me and my sister to piano 
and oboe lessons,” she says. “I like to think 
that it was because of our amazing talent but 
in fact she just wanted something to keep us 
occupied. 

“Tlie reality is, though, that when you’re a 
member of a black Pentecostal church, music 
is all around you. I started singing with my 
sister and with my friends and over time that 
turned into a community choir.” 

It was a choir that initially had no name, 
until 1996 when they got the chance to take 


part in the 30th birthday episode of the 
BBC’s religious show Songs Of Praise. 

“The producer I was chatting to asked us 
what our name was,” Karen, 55, recalls. “I 
said we didn’t have one and she laughed and 
said I’d better come up with one by 
tomorrow. I went to bed that night and 
dreamed about the Kingdom Choir.” 

Since then they have gone from strength to 
strength, with any number of impressive 
performances on their CV, from singing at 
the Queen’s Jubilee in 2007 to performing at 
charity galas in front of impressive statesmen 
from Nelson Mandela to Desmond Tutu and 
Bill Clinton. It’s an impressive line-up that 
led Karen to be dubbed Britain’s Godmother 
of Gospel. 

Nonetheless, Karen, who spent 11 years 
working in IT before turning to teaching her 
real love, music, admits that until the Royal 
wedding, her choir still had a pretty low 
profile with the public. 

“We hadn’t done anything big for a while 
really - we’d just been doing our thing each 
week. Then we get this call.” 

Or The Call, as Karen jokingly refers to it, 
one which came out of the blue a couple of 
months before the Sussexes’ big day. “I did 


have an idea something was afoot as a girl 
who used to be in the choir is good friends 
with a member of the Prince of Wales’s staff 
and she told me I would receive a phone call 
from someone at the palace,” Karen recalls. 

“She said she couldn’t tell me who or what 
it was about, but to expect something.”

HEN a couple of days passed by, 
Karen was convinced there had 
been crossed wires, until the 
phone did indeed ring one weekday 
morning. “It was a member of the Prince of 
Wales’ team asking us if we would perform 
at the forthcoming wedding. The first thing I 
remember saying was, 'You’re joking’. It 
wasn’t my finest moment.” 

It was, of course, far from a joke, and very 
quickly the choir found themselves in 
correspondence with the Royal couple, 
discussing exactly what was required for 
their big day. 

“They were very hands-on,” says Karen. 
“They chose the music and they were very 
hands-on in the arrangements they wanted 
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UK nationwide tour was announced and, left, in full flow during a performance. Harry and Meghan were so hands-on, the choir had to provide 12 different arrangements of their song 


too. They made it clear they wanted the 
sound to be quite stripped back. At first I 
wasn’t sure but actually they were 
completely right.” 

She confides that the lead-up to the 
wedding was not without its fraught 
moments, not least as the choir could only 
communicate with their Royal patrons over 
email. 

“We went back and forth with various 
instructions and then sending back 
recordings, and each time we were being told 
it wasn’t right. We weren’t really sure what 
they wanted. 

“We sent version after version, and each 
time we would get a message back saying it 
wasn’t quite right,” she recalls. “At first, I 
was worried it wasn’t really working out.” 

In fact, by the time the choir sent the latest 
version of their rendition of Stand By Me - 
version 12, as it turned out - it was too late 
for the Royal couple to approve it. 

“When we arrived at the chapel, we still 
didn’t know if Harry and Meghan had 
approved the way we were going to sing,” 
says Karen. 

“It was a case now of, ‘We’re here and 
we’ve just got to get on with it.’ I saw it as 


we had a job to do and we wanted to get 
it right.” 

Still, that slight question mark added an 
undoubted layer of nervousness to the 
proceedings, according to choir member 
Clinton Jordan. 

“A wedding is one of those occasions 
where you really want to get things right for 
the couple because it’s their special day and, 
in a sense, this was no different,” he adds. 

Of course, there’s no question they did the 
newlyweds proud with both of their songs - 
Stand By Me and the gospel hymn This Little 
Light Of Mine. 

“We didn’t get a chance to meet the Duke 
and Duchess as we were at the back of the 
church but later we got a lovely letter from 
them thanking us for our contribution to 
their special day,” reveals Karen. “It was a 
very encouraging, thoughtful letter.” 

By then, all of those in the Kingdom Choir 
knew their life was going to change, given 


that it took them two hours to be shepherded 
through screaming crowds by bodyguards 
after they left the chapel. 

“I mean, never in my life..Karen laughs 
now, almost lost for words. “It was 
overwhelming.’ 

So overwhelming, in fact, that in the 
immediate aftermath she “hid out” in her 
south London home for two days. 

“I didn’t leave it during that time. It was a 
lot to process and I just needed some time 
for it all to sink in,” she says. 

L IKEWISE, Clinton. “We’ve done a lot 

of weddings in our time but this was 
the grandest of all,” he laughs. “It 
was absolutely wonderful both as an 
experience but also because I don’t recall a 
choir like us doing that kind of event in that 


kind of setting, so for us it felt quite histori¬ 
cally significant - a moment in history and 
that’s something to be really proud of. 

“At the same time afterwards I needed to 
go home and trim the hedges in the garden 
just to normalise myself.” 

Normal, of course, all being relative. It’s 
been something of a whirlwind for the choir 
ever since, with an album, a forthcoming 
nationwide tour to prepare for and plans to 
travel to America later this year. 

It’s all tremendously exciting, but for both 
Karen and Clinton the joy of performance 
trumps the allure of any big venue. 

“The platform feels different when you are 
doing a big event but the love for singing and 
the passion we have is the same wherever we 
are,” says Karen. 

“Some of my best, most moving singing 
moments have happened in a classroom with 
schoolchildren. We all still get excited by 
singing and the moment we’re not is the 
moment to stop.” 

It’s hard to imagine that will be any day 
soon.

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The little Hitler 
and his infant 
Nazi henchmen

THE baby in this ageing black 
and white photo, opposite, shows 
no sign of the future that lies 
ahead of him 

Even the later picture of the 
boy as a serious 10-year-old 
is unrecognisable as an image 
of the man he later became... 
Adolf Hitler. 

Childhood pictures of the Nazi 
dictator and his henchman have 
been brought together to mark 
the 130th birthday today of the 
“Fuhrer”. Each is accompanied 
here by a photo from later life. 

Hitler, who was born on April 
20, 1899, enjoyed singing in his 
church choir in Lambach, Austria, 
as a boy and dreamed of becom¬ 
ing a priest. 

His future right-hand man and 
propaganda chief Joseph 
Goebbels, shown when he was 
just twelve years old, was a sickly 
boy who suffered frequent bouts 
of ill health and was born with a 
deformed right foot. 

Hitler’s most sinister hench¬ 
man, Heinrich Himmler, pictured 
as a 10-year-old, was described in 
his youth as an awkward child 
with ill health who became easily 
nervous in social situations. 

He went on to become one of 
the most powerful men in the 
Third Reich. 

Acting on Hitler’s behalf, 
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Himmler set up and controlled 
the Nazi concentration camps, 
directing the genocide of six mil¬ 
lion Jews. 

His smart military uniform 
gives perhaps a clue to the future 
of Hermann Goering. 

A hero pilot to Germans in the 
First World War, he ran the 
Luftwaffe with which he tried 
and failed to destroy the RAF 
before launching the Blitz on 
London and other British cities. 

Joachim von Ribbentrop, son 
of a career army officer, cut a 


dash in London as Germany’s 
ambassador in the late 1930s 
before returning to Berlin to 
serve at Hitler’s side until the 
Reich ended in defeat in 1945. 

Martin Bormann grew up to be 
Hitler’s private secretary and was 
with him until the end. 

Hitler, Goebbels, Himmler and 
Goering all committed suicide at 
the end of the war. 

Ribbentrop was hanged for war 
crimes after his trial at 
Nuremberg. Bormann tried to 
flee Berlin but is said to have died 


in the attempt. The World Jewish 
Congress wants world’s govern¬ 
ments to oppose neo-Nazi events 
planned for today in Bulgaria, 
France, Ukraine, Italy and 
Germany, saying they should 
meet “condemnation and 
denunciation”. 

Congress chief executive 
Robert Singer appealed to 
Bulgaria’s government, saying: 
“We urge you to strongly 
denounce this event, as well as to 
do all in your power to prevent 
this odious meeting.”

“I’ve seen the film so many 
times I’m sick of it, I didn’t like 
it but everyone else likes it so 
I’m happy about that,” said 
Sister Kate, 60, who lives in 
Merced County, California 
with her community of sisters. 

The film explores how 
Sister Kate and her team have 
fought against a county 
sheriff and black market 
thieves to make and sell 
cannabidiol (CBD) products 


such as salves and oils, which 
they use to cure addiction and 
treat illnesses. 

So far Sister Kate says she 
has cured eight people of 
addictions using CBD 
products. “We have a 100 per 
cent success rate,” she said. 

“Admittedly we don’t have a 
huge sample size, we worked 
with eight people who were 
addicted to either alcohol, 
tobacco or meth but they all 
got better.” 

The nuns also use CBD to 
treat everything from epilepsy 
to cancer. 

Sister Kate added: “It’s a 
wonderfully healing plant, 
gradually the world is starting 
to open up to the idea of 
cannabis as medicine, 
rather than treating it as a 
dangerous drug.” 

Mr Ryan said: “It’s a story 
about a woman taking on the 
local establishment to change 
the law on cannabis in the 
healing sense.”

a handle on Royal names 
makes a call on Baby Sussex 


T HE MAN who correctly 
guessed the name of Kate 
and William’s third child, 
Prince Louis, is bringing 
his A game to predictions 
for Meghan and Harry’s 
firstborn. Nick Stripe says he is 
confident that if Baby Sussex is a 
girl she will be called Alice, but if 
it’s a little prince he is torn between 
Arthur and Albert. 

As head of life events at the 
Office for National Statistics, Nick 
knows more than most about why 
people choose certain names for 
their children. 

Each year the ONS publishes a 
list of the country’s most popular 
names and Nick is always 
fascinated by the risers and fallers. 

It is well known that the Royals’ 
choice of names for newborns 
normally leads to a wave of copy¬ 
cats, so he is taking a close interest 
in the imminent birth of the Duke 
and Duchess of Sussex’s baby. 

Nick says: “I suspect they will go 
for a reasonably traditional one. 
The bookies seem to think a baby 
girl is on the way, and so my guess 
is Alice. Riding high across the 
country, Alice currently occupies 
17th place in the girls’ chart. 

“It was the name of Prince 
Philip’s mother, Princess Alice of 
Battenberg, and that of his great¬ 
grandmother, Princess Alice of the 
United Kingdom, the third child of 
Queen Victoria and Prince Albert.” 

Nick adds: “For a boy, I’m torn 
between Albert and Arthur. 

“Currently in 59th place in 
the boys’ chart, Albert was not 
strictly on my list of names to 
watch out for. But Albie, in 
57th place, was. 

“Sitting pretty in 19th 
place, Arthur is more popular 
than it’s been since the 1920s. 

It’s one of the middle names of 
Prince Charles, William and 
Louis. And Prince Arthur, Duke 
of Connaught and Strathearn, was 
Queen Victoria’s seventh child. 

“Famously, of course. 

King Arthur is per¬ 
haps the most * 
legendary and 
mythical 
British king 
ever. 

“I realty 


can’t decide, so don’t put more 
than £1 on it. 

No one’s ever found the Holy Grail 
by following my tips.” 

Although many people associate 
Alice with the 1970s’ worldwide 
Smokie hit, Living Next Door To 
Alice, the name actually derives 
from the French name Alis, which 
in turn was a version of the 
Germanic name, Adalheidis. 

It’s rough meaning is “of nobil¬ 
ity” and “kind” in German and 
was popular in France in the 12th 
century. 

Its popularity was further 
boosted with the publication of 
Lewis Carroll’s novel Alice’s 
Adventures In Wonderland in 1865. 

Certainly, Harry and Meghan’s 
daughter would have a fairytale 
life, wanting for nothing in her 
Royal wonderland, so comparisons 
would inevitably be drawn by some 
between a Royal baby girl and the 
fictional character. 

However, the couple is more 
likely to be persuaded on the name 
because of its Royal history. 

Princess Alice of Battenberg, the 
Duke of Edinburgh’s 
mother, 

was born in the 
tapestry room of 
Windsor Castle, 
Berkshire, in 
1885, in the 
presence of 
Queen 

Victoria, her 
great-granny. 
Harry and 


Meghan were, of course, married 
at St George’s Chapel at Windsor 
Castle on May 19 last year. 

And they first revealed that 
Meghan was pregnant at Windsor 
Castle last October at the wedding 
of Princess Eugenie and Jack 
Brooksbank. 

The fact that they now live at 
Frogmore Cottage in the grounds of 
the castle is another sign of their 
close attachment to the area. 

It’s not yet known whether the 
Queen will confer the title Prince 
or Princess on the newborn, 
although Royal watchers expect 
that the honour will be given to 
the child as he or she will be 
seventh in line to the throne, one 
after Harry. 

If the baby is a girl and called 
Alice, there will be hopes she’ll 
have an easier life than Prince 
Philip’s mother. 

A S A child, Princess Alice 

was diagnosed with con¬ 
genital deafness and grew 
up in Britain, Germany and around 
the Mediterranean. 

In 1903 she married Prince 
Andrew of Denmark and Greece 
and lived in Greece until the 
country’s Royal Family was exiled 
in 1917. 

After the First World War, the 
Greek monarchy was reinstated 
and in 1920 Alice and her husband 
returned to Greece to live on the 
island of Corfu, where Prince 
Philip was born. 

A soldier in the Greek army, 
Prince Andrew was accused of 
treason when Turkey invaded 
Greece in 1922. King George V 
came to the rescue by dispatching

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HMS Calypso to sail the couple, 
their four daughters and baby 
Philip, to France, where they relied 
on handouts to get by 
In 1930 Princess Alice suffered a 
nervous breakdown but recovered 
after treatment in Switzerland. 

Following the diagnosis she lived 
separately from her husband, who 
moved to Monte Carlo. 

She later returned to Greece and 
during the Second World War she 
was widely praised for helping 
Jewish people and opposing the 
Nazi occupation. 

In 1967, after the fall of King 
Constantine II of Greece, she 
moved again to live at Buckingham 
Palace at the invitation of Prince 
Philip and the Queen. 

She died there two years later, 
aged 84. 

Bookmakers have recently made 
Diana the favourite for a girl’s 
name, with odds of 4/1, Victoria 
next at 9/1 and Alice third on 12/1. 
However, as the Duke and 
Duchess of Cambridge paid 
tribute to Diana, Princess of 
Wales, by choosing it as one of 
their daughter Charlotte’s 
middle names that may be 
unlikely. 

Arthur and James were 
the 16/1 favourites for 
boys’ names, with Albert 
placed fourth at 33/1. 
The meaning of 
Arthur is unknown 
but Celtic interpreta¬ 
tions suggest that it 
could mean “bear king”. 
The most famous Arthur is the 
central character in Arthurian 
legend, a fabled 6th-century 
king who fought off Saxon 
invaders with his sword 
Excalibur and his knights of 
the round table. 

As William and Kate 
have called their third 
child Prince Louis 
Arthur Charles, again, 
Harry and Meghan 
may choose another 
name to be 
different. 

Nick Stripe says 
James has never 
dropped out of the top 20 of

surge in popularity. Nick added: 
“Neither Harry nor Henry (Prince 
Harry’s actual given name) were 
inside the top 100 when he was 
born in 1984. 

“But Harry hit the top of the 
charts in 2011 and 2012 and 
remains in second place today. 
Henry, currently the 13th most 
popular baby boys’ name, is as 
popular as it has ever been. 

“When Prince George was born 
in 2013, his name was already the 
10th most popular for boys. 

“By 2016 it had risen to third 
place, where it remains. There are 
approximately 20 per cent more 
Georges being named today than 
there were before his birth.” 

I T’S a similar story for 

Princess Charlotte, who was 
born in 2015. At the turn of 
the millennium, her name was the 
fifth most popular girls’ name, but 
it had dropped down to 25th place 
by 2015. Charlotte had an immedi¬ 
ate turnaround in fortunes, rising 
straight back up to 12th place in 
2016 and 2017. 

Now some 25 per cent more 
babies are given that name now 
than there were before her birth.

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Labour accused 
of hypocrisy over 
zero-hours deals

LABOUR was accused of hypoc¬ 
risy last night after it was revealed 
councils it runs are still using zero- 
hours contracts despite the party 
calling for an outright ban. 

Low-paid, low-skilled jobs are 
being offered by a number of 
Labour-run authorities without 
any guarantees of how often 
recruits will be needed. 

Even higher-skilled jobs such as 
social work are advertised without 
a set number of hours offered. 

The news has led to claims of 
hypocrisy against Labour, whose 
leader Jeremy Corbyn has claimed 
zero-hours contracts are “exploita¬ 
tive” while his party’s manifesto 
set out plans to outlaw them. 

Conservative MP Anne-Marie 
Trevelyan said: “As usual, Labour 
say one thing and do another. 
Labour councils are using the same 
zero hours contracts that Labour 
have said should be banned. 

“We’ve always recognised these 
contracts work for some people, 
but that they must not be abused.” 

Zero-hours and casual contracts

allow employers to hire staff with¬ 
out having to guarantee giving 
them work. 

TUC analysis of Office for 
National Statistics records found 
there are around 780,000 such 
agreements in place. 

Labour first pledged action to 
crackdown on the use of the con¬ 
tracts in 2013. 

In 2017 Mr Corbyn made a “no 
ifs, no huts” promise that a Labour 
government would ban them alto¬ 


gether. His party’s election mani¬ 
festo pledged to “ban zero-hours 
contracts - so that every worker 
gets a guaranteed number of hours 
each week”. 

Prime Minister Theresa May has 
refused to ban the contracts saying 
the move would “harm more peo¬ 
ple than it would help”. 

Among the jobs recently offered 
with zero hours by Labour coun¬ 
cils are a post as a “casual hall 
attendant” advertised by Cheshire 
West and Chester council. 

Bury Council is hiring social 
workers without guaranteeing 
them a set number of hours. 

Darlington Borough Council 
posted an advert for a tutor on 
“established zero hours” terms. 

A spokesman said: “Successful 
candidates for this post enjoy the 
same terms and conditions as fixed 
hours posts - including sickness 
pay and holiday pay. The term 
‘zero hours’ refers to the fact that 
the hours are variable. 

“The contract issued for this 
post was consulted on and agreed 
with staff and their representatives 
a few years ago.”

The reason is linked to the 
mysteries of the cosmos - and a 
meeting of bishops back in the 
4th century. 

This important gathering was 
called by the Roman Emperor 
Constantine who wanted to bring 
some order to Christianity. 

Easter, the bishops reasoned, 
had to be linked to Passover as 
Jesus was crucified after the Last

festival. So they decided it should 
always fall on the first Sunday 
following the Paschal Passover 
Moon, which translates as the full 
moon after the spring equinox.

City, Newcastle United and Queen 
of the South, gaining 14 caps and 
scoring eight goals for England at 
international level. 

He played at inside forward and 
after retiring from playing in 1960, 
he pursued a career as a football 
journalist. 

Aged 96, Broadis was the oldest 
surviving England international 
footballer. 

Broadis was born on Isle of 
Dogs, East London. During the 
Second World War he completed 
500 flying hours in Royal Air Force 
Wellingtons and Lancasters, 
although he was never on a 
bombing mission. 

During the war he had guested 
as an amateur for Tottenham 
Hotspur among other clubs. 

It was at Tottenham that 
someone misread his real name 
(Ivan) as Ivor and so he became

known as Ivor Broadis from 
then on. 

Broadis recalled how he was in 
Italy when news of the Japanese 
surrender arrived. “Next day we 
flew hundreds of troops back to 
England, some of whom hadn’t 
had leave for five years. I kept 
passing round notes telling them 
where we were,” he said. 

“It was very emotional when we 
came over the white cliffs of Dover 
and you could see all the bonfires 
down below. I have very fond 
memories of that.” 

In both Broadis’ England games 
at Hampden Park he played in 
front of crowds over 130,000. 

In his three games against 



Scotland, Broadis was unbeaten. 
After a 7-1 defeat by Hungary in 
1954, England legend Tom Finney 
said of Broadis: “I remember when 
he had taken his boots off after the 
Budapest match, he warned 
everyone, ‘Don’t touch them 
unless you’re wearing gloves, 
they’re red hot’.” 


Bibi Andersson 

Actress

ONE of Sweden’s finest 
actresses, Bibi Andersson 
will be remembered not only 
for her on-screen luminous 
beauty but also for her 
range of roles. 

She first started working 
with director Ingmar 
Bergman aged just 16, in 
1951, in a soap advert but he 
spotted her rare talent and 
became her mentor. 

Following a succession of 
small roles, Bergman gave 
her a leading role in the 
1957 medieval fable The 
Seventh Seal, in which she 
played a young mother 
spared from death. 

During the shooting of 
Wild Strawberries, she and 
Bergman became lovers, 
which, she later reflected, 
affected her feelings of 
being an independent 
young woman. 

In 1960 she married 
director Kjell Grede and 
later that year played 
a lead role in The Mistress, 
which won great acclaim 
in Germany. 

She had wanted to show 
Bergman her full range of 
talents and surpassed 
expectations. 

Although huge in Europe, 



she had limited success in 
the United States. 

She was in a western, 

Duel At Diablo, with James 
Garner and in 1979 
appeared in Quintet 
delivering a memorable 
monologue of a dream. 

In I Never Promised You a 
Rose Garden she was a 
sympathetic psychiatrist 
and she played the long- 
suffering wife of Steve 
McQueen in An Enemy Of 
The People. 

Born on the island of 
Kungsholmen in Stockholm, 
Berit Elisabeth Andersson’s 
father was a delivery driver 
and her mother a social 
worker. Her first marriage 
ended in divorce - she had a 
daughter Jenny - and from 
1978 to 1981 she was 
married to Per Ahlmark, the 
former deputy prime 
minister of Sweden. 

She is survived by 
Gabriel Mora Baeza, whom 
she married in 2004.

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I T HAS to be one of rock’s 
most unexpected tours: All 
The Young Dudes are back 
on the road. Well, not so 
young these days, but that 
has not stopped Mott The 
Hoople launching a live celebra¬ 
tion of their album, The Hoople, 
which soared up the charts a mere 
45 years ago. 

Band leader Ian Hunter is not 
far off another significant mile¬ 
stone because on June 3 he will 
turn 80, putting him ahead of the 
likes of Mick Jagger, 75, and Paul 
McCartney, 76. Even Joe Brown, 
one of our earliest rock ’n’ roll 
stars, is only 77. 

Hunter grins. “Seventy-nine is 
murky,” he says, “eighty sounds 
fresh and clean!” 

The tousle-haired rocker, eyes 
still hidden behind his trademark 
shades, laughs off any suggestion 
that the band were part of the 
Seventies’ glam rock scene. “We 
were too ugly to be glam!” 

They have already toured in the 
US and now are filling venues in 
Britain, starting last night in 
Manchester. The band’s break¬ 
through hit came with All The 
Young Dudes in 1972. It was writ¬ 
ten by David Bowie and later per¬ 
formed by him and many others. 

Mott Tlie Hoople were held in 
high regard by other musicians. 
Queen once played support, the 
only time they opened for another 
band. 

And Hunter still does plenty of 
shows. In March he led an all-star 
jam in front of 19,000 people (and 
a TV audience of millions) at the 
Rock & Roll Hall Of Fame cere¬ 
mony in Brooklyn. Invited by fans 
(and new inductees) Def Leppard, 


he performed All The Young Dudes 

backed by the band along with 
Queen’s Brian May and members 
of The Zombies. 

Since then Mott The Hoople 
have squeezed in a tour of 
America’s east coast. However, 
despite all this endeavour Hunter 
remains one who loves peace and 
quiet at his home in Connecticut 
with his US wife of 47 years,Trudi. 

“I live a quiet life - apart from 
being on the road,” he says. “It’s 
great to live in New York and it’s 
great to live in London and I did 
both. But you can’t move, you 
can’t breathe. I moved out after I 
was with my youngest son, Jesse, 
in Manhattan and we saw a guy 
shoot someone. I tried to cover his 
face before he saw it. 

“That was the moment I thought 
I’m out of here. I didn’t want my 
kids growing up like that - that 
was probably 1995.” 

The working-class lad from 
Oswestry in Shropshire now lives 
a very un-rock ’n’ roll lifestyle. 

“Trudi took me on and she’s 
really responsible for me being 
here,” he says. They share “a nice 
house with five acres”, handy for 
the business of New York but away

from the city pressures. “Time 
flies,” says Hunter nonchalantly 
about his pending birthday which 
will usher him into his ninth 
decade. 

He is a workaholic, both with 
Mott and with his own Rant Band, 
even now thinking ahead to his 
birthday party (“I’ll be doing four 
nights at the City Winery in New 
York with the band”). 

F AR from a fitness freak, he 

nevertheless does a little 
preparatory work. “I feel 
good but I’m not very good at 
looking after myself,” he says. 
“You work your way up to it - the 
voice, the body - for a two-hour 
show. At my age I do half a day of 
that boring stuff that no one wants 
to hear about.” 

In the Seventies Mott The 
Hoople were everywhere you 
looked, a fixture on Top Of The 
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Pops in wild platform shoes and 
outrageous clothes, glam, sure, but 
with the raffish insolence of the 
Rolling Stones or Bruce 
Springsteen. 

“I never thought we were glam, 
I thought we were flash,” says 
Hunter in the quiet West Midlands 
twang from his early days that 
more than half a life in the US 
can’t dampen. 

And, indeed, Hunter’s roots go 
far deeper than All The Young 
Dudes, gifted to them by Bowie 
when, struggling for success, they 
were ready to call it a day. 

“I was a fan first,” says Hunter, 
whose father was a policeman in 
Shrewsbury, where they got “free 
housing, free coal, free electricity”. 

He reflects: “I worked in 
factories. I learned how to play 
bass and joined a guy named 
Freddie ‘Fingers’ Lee who had 
been Screaming Lord Sutch’s 
piano player, kinda like 
Jerry Lee Lewis. 

“That’s how I got the 
bug. We played in 
Hamburg, all that. Then I 
played with Billy Fury, 

Mike Berry, big names. 

Slowly I just ended up in 
a band.” 

He played his way 
through the Sixties in 
relative obscurity till 
he auditioned for a i 
the singer’s job in f 1 
a band that had 
sprung out of K

“I was 29 
when I joined 



Mott. These days you’d have to be 
21 to get in a band. Someone said, 
Tell them you’re seven years 
younger. Say you’ve been in hos¬ 
pital - that doesn’t count.’ So I 
took seven years off for a while! ” 

Loud and wild, they got through 
four albums that inspired the likes 
of heavy rockers Def Leppard but 
also a generation of punks, not 
least The Clash. 

“They say we influenced them. I 
don’t quite know how - maybe it 
was just that we had the spirit of 
rock ’n’ roll,” he ponders. We 
didn’t really have an attitude, we 
came straight from Chuck Berry, 
Little Richard, Jerry Lee. There 
was an excitement about us.” 

That excitement (which didn’t 
result in sales at first) is captured 
in Mental Train, a recent 6 CD and 
book set. But after Bowie’s 
patronage, the hits kept coming: 

Honaloochie Boogie, Roll Away 
The Stone, The Golden Age 
Of Rock ’n’ Roll. 

The current line-up 
reunites a trio from the 
band’s final album and 
most successful era - 
Hunter, keyboard player 
Morgan Fisher who was in 
1960s hitmakers Love 
Affair, and guitarist 
Luther Grosvenor, 
who’d been in 
folkie band 
Stealers Wheel 
as well as rock¬ 
ers Spooky 
Tooth. Mott 
The Hoople 
took on the

US in 1974, the first group to play 
a week-long season on Times 
Square. “We followed Sammy 
Davis Junior! We had white limos 
and they played the Wedding 
March as we made our way 
through Manhattan every night.” 

success, documented on 
the extraordinary 30 CD 
set Stranded In Reality. He worked 
with Bowie’s former guitarist 
Mick Ronson, with members of 
Springsteen’s E-Street Band, even 
touring with Ringo Starr. 

Hunter has never tired. His 
most recent album, Fingers 
Crossed, with his long-established 
Rant Band (with a moving tribute, 
Dandy, to David Bowie) is highly 
rated - and Hunter bubbles with 
enthusiasm at the wealth of 
material he’s written for a new 
record later this year. 

His critically acclaimed 1972 
book Diary Of A Rock ’N’ Roll 
Star, was republished late last year 
- with a foreword by another fan 
and chum, Johnny Depp. 

Has he never been tempted by 
retirement? “That would be fatal, 
I’d just find myself popping down 
toWalmart!” 

So, is this tour the grand finale 
for Mott The Hoople? “Well, I’ve 
been saying that... but if there was 
the chance of us playing the west 
coast of America, and if Japan and 
Australia came up...” 

Meanwhile I ask again how it 
feels to be singing All The Young 
Dudes weeks before he turns 80. 

Hunter just laughs, and laughs...

Stock ip on Easter treats 


PURPLES REIGN: Violets and violas are traditional Easter flowers 


T HINK of Easter and you think 
of chocolate eggs, a long 
weekend off work to spend 
with the family - and some 
gardening. Easter has been our big 
traditional gardening weekend 
since medieval times, when the 
only holidays peasants had were 
the big church festivals. 

Easter was timed just right for 
the start of the growing season so,

after attending to their spiritual 
duties, they would rush home to 
sow their vegetable patch. 

The practice continued through 
Georgian and Victorian times, 
among farm workers and country 
cottagers who needed a garden to 
support their large families. 

Today Easter weekend is often 
the first chance people have to get 
out into the garden. It only takes a 
few spring days and suddenly 
everything needs doing at once. 

There’s grass to cut and lawn 
edges to trim, beds and borders 
need clearing of weeds, the patio 
will be ready to be gone over with 
a stiff broom or pressure-washer 
and containers will need planting 
with something spring-like. 

Primroses and violets are the 
traditional Easter flowers, though 
cultivated polyanthus, violas or 
pots of well-budded spring bulbs 
are the modern equivalents. 

A few hardy souls will get the 
garden seats out and crank up 
the barbecue. Now growing your 
own is fashionable again, the 
kitchen garden is firmly back at 
the top of the Easter to-do list. 

Once the soil preparation, 
fertiliser spreading and raking has 
been done, it’s time to get sowing. 
Most of the hardy veg can be sown 
now - carrots, parsnips, radishes, 
lettuces and spring onions, Swiss 
chard and spinach. I’d delay 


sowing beetroot for another few 
weeks since it often bolts if the 
weather is a tad inclement. If you 
want to raise your own leeks and 
brassica plants, prepare a small 
area as a seedbed. Work in plenty 
of old compost, rake the soil 
extra-finely, then sow short rows. 

You can happily sow any of the 
late summer/autumn varieties of 
cabbage, cauliflower, calabrese and 
Brussels sprouts but don’t sow late 
varieties of these or sprouting 
broccoli till May since they aren’t 
cropped till late next winter or the 
following spring. When seedlings 
come up, thin them out to an inch 
or so apart to give them more 
space, and transplant young plants 
to their growing positions later. 

It’s too soon to start frost-tender 
veg outside, though now’s the time 
to sow indoors. I put two to three 
seeds of runner beans, sweet corn, 
outdoor cucumbers and courgettes 
in pots of seed compost on a warm 
windowsill indoors; they’ll be 
ready to plant out in six or eight 
weeks when late frost risk is past. 

The one job I’d suggest putting 
at the top of your list is a trip to 
the garden centre. Easter weekend 
is the peak season, when all the 
“occasional” gardeners do their 
one big annual garden shop. 

So if you need to stock up I’d get 
down early. It’s the way to be sure 
of a Happy Easter in the garden. 


SET OUT YOUR STALL AND RAISE A SMILE 



SPARE A THOUGHT: Pelargoniums in attractive pots will sell well 


RUN a plant stall for charity at 
a local event - and everyone’s 
a winner. Even if you don’t 
organise it yourself, any help 
with plant raising is sure to be 
very welcome. 

So when potting up rooted 
pelargonium and fuchsia 
cuttings, tomato plantlets, 
bedding or vegetable and 
herb seedlings, or dividing 
houseplants such as 
maidenhair ferns, don’t throw 
away your spares - pot them 
up too and grow them on for a 
summer sales table. 

Popular plants like these are 
all surefire sellers. 

It’s also worth scrounging 
surplus seedlings from 
gardening friends and taking 
cuttings of popular plants such 
as lavender, rosemary and 
regal pelargoniums. Include as 


many plants that will be in 
flower for the event as you can 
- they are reliable, fast sellers. 

Take trouble with display; a 
few good quality plants grown 
in proper pots (second-hand 
are fine if they are clean) will 
make more money than tatty 
plants in scruffy old yogurt 
pots and vending cups. 

Take the time to display them 
well on the day. An attractively 
decorated stall is a big draw. If 
you can get your helpers to 
dress up “in character” - half¬ 
moon glasses, tweed jackets 
and nursery-style aprons - 
you’ll do even better. 

Be sure to brief the vendors 
on the habits, likes and 
dislikes of the plants for sale, 
since potential customers like 
to know “what they’ll do” - and 
it all helps the sales patter.

S MELL it, shoot it and breathe.” Friday 
afternoon in America’s oldest liquor 
store and I’m being given a lesson in 
the finer points of how to drink 
moonshine. My “teacher”,Todd, 
wearing a baseball cap and denim 
dungarees that show off his mahogany tan and 
extensive tattoos, pours the clear liquid. 

“That’s 105% proof,” he snaps proudly in his 
Forrest Gump-esque Deep South drawl as he 
hands me the full shot glass. “No hangovers with 
that.” 

Todd explains that to get the full taste you 
need to “shoot” the drink - while holding your 
breath. 

This could get messy. 

“When you breathe out you need to push the 
heat across the room,” he tells me. 

Instructions understood, I knock back my first 
ever moonshine shot and to my surprise it tastes 
pretty good, while leaving a warm sensation 
akin to molten lava down the back of my throat. 

“Hillbilly to the core!” a wide-eyed Todd says 
excitedly, which I think was him giving my 
technique his seal of approval. 

It isn’t illegal to drink moonshine in The 
Tavern these days but it would have been when 
it first opened in 1686. 

Back then it was drunk pirates who fell out of 
“tippling houses” (illegal drinking dens) like this 
along the waterfront of the Cooper River. 

These days it’s tourists - and journalists - who 
are popping in for Todd’s pearls of wisdom in the 
free tastings and buying a bottle or two. We’d

stumbled across The Tavern during a fascinating 
historic walking tour of the “walled city”, an 
area of the first settlement fortified for defence, 
on our first morning - and it’s a must.

earthquake that almost wiped it off 
the map and 1989’s Hurricane 
Hugo, which caused damage valued 
at $3billion, also left it crippled. 

So to survive all that and be as 
charming as it is today says a lot 
about the resilience of the people, 
who are as open, warm and friendly 
as you will find anywhere. 

Charleston, which feels more 
European than American, is now 
booming, with tourism key to the 
turnaround in its fortunes. 

Even British Airways knows this 
little city (population 120,000) with 
a big heart is a go-to destination and 
has launched a nine-hour direct 
flight from Heathrow. 

Once there you’ll find it a lovely 
size for a gentle stroll, with 
magnificent gardens and 
tree-lined streets adding 
to the air of calm. 

You might even see 
dolphins in the 
harbour if you’re 
lucky and King 
Street is worth a 
browse for its 
excellent shopping. 

VISITED this 
month - April is 
said to be the time 
to be there - when the 
air is warm on your back, and 
it wasn’t raining. Steamy July 
and August are to be avoided. The 
city’s architecture is a big draw with 
houses dating back to the 1700s still 
standing - often at a tilt, though, 
because of the sand foundations. 

I PROMISE it wasn’t the 
moonshine! 

The Pink House, said to be the 
town’s oldest tavern, and Rainbow 
Row - 13 pastel-coloured houses 
restored in the 1930s and 40s - are 
big tourist traps, while Tradd Street 
has been used as a backdrop for 
1700s Charleston in Hollywood 
blockbusters such as The Patriot. 

There are quirkier things to take 


note of too - the many narrow 
cobbled streets were popular with 
gentlemen duellers in the 1800s, 
and carriage stepping stones, built 
into the road so ladies didn’t show 
their ankles, can still be found. 

We jumped on a schooner for an 
afternoon sailing around the 
harbour. Pelicans dive-bombed for 
fish alongside us and dolphins 
followed our trail as we passed Civil 
War landmarks while sipping rose. 

Alternatively, head for a rooftop 
bar and count the number of spires 
you can see. Charleston was 
founded on religious freedom and 
nicknamed The Holy City because it 
has so many churches. 

That night it felt like the city had 
as many bars as it does churches, 
with huge numbers of students out 
for a drink. It gets VERY lively here. 
We rode across town to 
The Commodore club for 
a few hours of live 
unk and rap, which 
was fun if a little 
unexpected. 

There’s enough 
in downtown 
Charleston to keep 
you interested for 
a few days and, 
when you’re ready to 
venture further afield, 
some great little trips to 
make. 

If you’re here in the summer, 
escape the humidity by heading for 
the Magnolia Plantation and 
Gardens - America’s oldest, dating 
back to 1680 - for a tour of the 
azalea and camellia groves. Watch 
out for the 30 alligators that lurk in 
the nearby marsh waters, though. 

If the weather’s good, visit the 
beach at Kiawah Island where 
surfing and kayaking are popular. 

We took a boat into a salt-water 
inlet and enjoyed dolphin-spotting 
in front of mansions built by New 
Yorkers needing some time away. 

With big waves and big blue 
skies on their doorsteps it’s easy to 
see the draw of living here. I took a

THE locals call it “The Charleston 
15” - the weight (in pounds) you’ll 
put on when you visit this food-loving 
city. But while good oP southern 
cooking with its lashings of cream and 
butter can be bad for the waistline, 
it’s very good for the soul. 

Charleston’s culinary scene 
has a fast-growing 
reputation for its fresh 
seafood, locally 
sourced meats and 
laidback vibe. 

And it has a ton of 
great places to eat 
and drink at - and 
not all at top dollar. 

In 36 hours here 
I tried surf and turf at 
diners and gourmet 
restaurants and didn’t 
once leave disappointed. 

On day one my lunchtime fried 
chicken at Husk ($17) was the perfect 
introduction to the Deep South’s 
comfort food classics. And in the 
evening we were spoilt rotten by 
famed chef Michelle Weaver who 


served us a tasting menu of crab cake, 
sturgeon, venison and lamb at the 
Charleston Grill at Belmond 
Charleston Place. 

I ateTHE best ribs at Rodney 
Scott’s BBQ ($13.99 gets you a 
pound of them) and a monumentally 
tasty Raclette Burger at Felix 
($16), a Parisian-inspired 
seafood and steak small 
plates restaurant and 
cocktail bar. 

That evening we 
gorged on oysters, 
clams and lobster 
at The Darling 
Oyster Bar. 

On Sunday the 
shrimp and grits (inset) 
- a South Carolina staple 
- at The Jasmine Porch at 
Kiawah Island Golf Resort 
and Beach was the best I tried ($59 
for adults). 

Even the nibbles - mini beef 
Wellingtons, mac ‘n’ cheese and lots 
more - at Belmond’s Club Level were 
perfect when we got peckish.

Bucket-list cruises are booming 
as more Brits than ever choose 
a holiday at sea. 

More than two million of us 
walked up the gangway in 
2018 - the first time that 
landmark has been passed, 
says industry body Cruise 
Lines International Association 
(CLIA) in its annual report 
released this week. 

And while Europe is our top 
choice, we are also opting for 
more adventurous itineraries, 
with a surge in bookings for 
once-in-a-lifetime, long-haul 
destinations such as South 


America, the Panama Canal, 
the Galapagos Islands and 
Antarctica. 

With 2,009,000 of us going 
on an ocean itinerary last year, 
that milestone was reached 
ahead of the predicted 2020 
and is up 2% on the previous 
12 months. 

TV is also a key factor and 
CLIA’s Tony Roberts said the 
Channel 5 show Cruising with 
Jane McDonald has “opened 
up a whole new audience of 
people who previously never 
knew what a cruise holiday was 
about” while ITV’s The Cruise 


was pulling in four million 
viewers a week. 

As for where we go, Europe 
remains the pick, with the 
Mediterranean, northern 
regions such as the Norwegian 
Fjords and the Baltic taking 
nearly 70% of the UK market. 

But we are also keen to 
explore, with 2018 bookings to 
the Galapagos and Antarctica 
up 44%, Asia and China rising 
41% and 29% and more cruises 
heading to South America and 
the Panama Canal.

B rits have had a 

long-running romance 
with the Algarve. The 
love affair started in the 
1960s and has shown 
little sign of waning 
since. With its epic beaches, great 
food, relaxed, welcoming 
atmosphere and excellent local 
wine it’s not difficult to see why. 

Throw in a handful of the best 
golf courses in mainland Europe 
along with a host of other 
sporting facilities and it becomes 
more than just a summer fling 
- the Algarve works all year 
round. 

Nowhere is this more true than 
the jewel in the crown that is 
Quinta do Lago, which has to be 
one of the best family holiday 
destinations I’ve been lucky 
enough to visit. 

It started life in the early 
seventies but for the past 20 years 
has been owned by Irish 
billionaire Denis O’Brien. 

Popular with the rich and 
famous, there are villas with 
eye-watering prices dotted all 
over the resort - but it remains 
an effortlessly welcoming and 
warm place.

sits at the northern end of the 
resort. The Quinta estate bought 
and renovated the hotel a couple 
of years ago and it’s an inspired 
addition. 

From the moment you see the 
big neon sign out front, you are 
drawn into a strong art deco, 
Miami vibe. It’s properly cool. 

A tennis court, very 
well-equipped gym and heated 
outdoor pool are all on site. 

The pool area continues the 
Florida feel but throws in more 
than a hint of Ibiza chill 
- especially when the guest DJs 
pay a visit. 

And the weekly movie night is 
a great idea. Pull up a lounger by 
the pool, wait for the sun to go 
down and enjoy as a blockbuster 
is projected on to the huge white 
wall at one end of the pool. You 
can order food and drinks to be 
brought to your table too.

The extensive facilities of the 
rest of the resort are all within a 
few minute’s drive - or cycle on 
one of the hotel bikes. Golf plays 


a huge part and there are three 
world-class courses - the well- 
established South and North and 
Laranjal, which opened in 2009.1 
played, and really enjoyed all 
three but the South is 
definitely special. 

There is an excellent driving 
range and the only Paul McGinley 
golf academy in the world, which 
adds some Ryder Cup kudos. 

Young golfers have their own 
little driving range next to the 
main facility - handily right next 
to cafe Koko, a good breakfast 
and lunch spot. 

Golfers aren’t the only people 
catered for here though. The 
Campus centre is a new sporting 
hub with serious credentials. The 
aim was to create a facility which 
works for professionals and 
amateurs alike. 

The tennis facilities and 
coaching are particularly 
impressive but the surprise treat 
for me was discovering padel 
tennis (special thanks to coach 
Manuel). Padel is hugely popular 
in Spain and Portugal and it 
would not surprise me at all if it 
started to take off here - courts 


are already popping up. It’s best 
described as short tennis (with 
stringless paddles) combined with 
a bit of squash (the court has glass 
walls all the way around). 

Played in a doubles format, it is 
a great game and much easier 
than tennis or squash for people 
of varying abilities to play. If you 
have the chance, give it a go. 

C yclists, swimmers 
and gym lovers are 
extremely well 
looked after, too, 
and there is also a 
world-class football/ 
rugby pitch which has already 
been used as a training facility by 
some of the biggest teams in 
world sport. 

Families with younger children 
will love the lake area. There is a 
range of kayaks, paddle boards 
and pedalos along with a water 
assault course. 

Food always plays a part in my 
holidays and Quinta has a huge 
array of restaurants. At the lake 
there is the excellent Casa do 
Lago, where the fish was superb. 

A short walk along the lakeside

and you’ll find The Shack, a great 
family-friendly bar and grill. 

Across the wooden bridge that 
leads to the beach you will find 
Gigi’s - and I’d thoroughly 
recommend you make the walk. 
The setting, seafood and service 
were all sensational. 

We met up with relatives who 
live in Spain and chose Gigi’s for 
our reunion lunch. It wasn’t our 
only visit. 

Moving from seafood to steak 
and you will find very few places 
anywhere to compete with 
Bovino - and make sure you 
allow time for a pre-dinner drink 
on the roof terrace. 

The food and wine are first class 
and it’s one of those places that 
feels like a real treat. 

There’s no doubt that Quinta do 
Lago is a millionaire’s playground 
- but you don’t have to be a 
millionaire to enjoy a fantastic 
family holiday here. 

If I were ever to win the lottery, 
I would certainly be checking out 
one of the amazing villas lining 
the golf courses. 

But back in reality, I’d very 
happily book into the Magnolia 
again for a week or two and enjoy 
a very special holiday.

T HE records show Jaguar 

doesn’t sell as many XEs as 
BMW sells of its 3-Series 
rival. But only producing a 
saloon and not having to 
worry about an estate or 
halfway-house coupe-hatchback 
gives the British brand a focus on 
what looks best for a premium 
sports saloon. And now Jaguar has 
refined that sports saloon idea 
with this latest facelifted XE. 

Aimed at those attracted by 
style and performance, the revised 
XE is positioned to take advantage 
of the company car market and 
those drivers taking the cash 
option from their employer and 
making their own choice. These 
buyers will, therefore, typically be 
professionals who cover higher 
annual mileages. 

To help buyers, Jaguar has 
simplified the XE range and is now 
offering the car with a choice of 


just three 2.0-litre turbo-charged 
engines; a pair of petrols with 
250bhp or 300bhp or a 180bhp 
diesel. Jaguar doesn’t offer sales 
forecasts for its cars but in 2017 
the pre-facelift XE sold 13,300 
units with a quarter being bought 


as proper company cars with the 
rest being retail purchases. 

However Jaguar admits that 
within the regular showroom sales 
there are thought to be a high 
number of drivers using the cash 
from a business, be that as small 


business owners or cash 
allowances instead of taking a car 
from a lease company. 

Jaguar’s designers have 
maximised the fact they’re only 
working with a saloon. Design 
boss Ian Callum is unapologetic 


about the fact that the swooping 
rear roofline impacts on rear-seat 
headroom because the result is a 
great looking sporty saloon. 

As the upgrade is simply a 
facelift, the silhouette of the XE 
remains unchanged. What is

different on the outside is a new 
front bumper and the front and 
rear sets of lights. 

Jaguar has adopted new LED 
technology that means the front 
lights can be made narrower while 
the grille is made larger to 
improve the strong look of the XE. 
At the rear the XE now has new, 
brighter lights in a chicane design. 

Under the bonnet, the new 
three-engine line-up sees Jaguar 
offer, in the majority of cases, 
slightly higher power than its 
premium rivals from companies 
such as Audi, BMW and Mercedes. 

For outright performance the 
300bhp petrol is the engine of 
choice with an impressive 0 to 
60mph time of 5.4 seconds and a 
155mph top speed. Diesel may no 


longer be the popular choice 
among many drivers but in the 
XE’s case Jaguar could be on to a 
winner. In the XE the diesel is the 
only car in the class that conforms 
to upcoming new emissions 
regulations. Meeting this standard 
early means business drivers won’t 
be hit by the four per cent diesel 
surcharge on company car tax. 

A diesel may be the pick for 
company car drivers but it’s also 
the slowest of the three engines 
both in terms of acceleration and 
top speed (0 to 60mph in 7.6 
seconds, 140mph). 

None of the engines are 
particularly impressive when it 
comes to fuel economy though. 
The diesel wins some points here 
with a 50.7mpg average figure.The 


petrols hover in the low to 
mid-30s. 

All three engines are coupled to 
an eight-speed automatic gearbox 
and all three can be picked with 
either rear-wheel or four-wheel 
drive. However picking the diesel 
with the latter means it no longer 
meets those aforementioned new 
emissions standards. 

A ND the way the XE 

drives has been changed 
little with the mid-life 
facelift. It means the XE is one of 
the most comfortable cars in its 
class while also offering 
suspension that, in combination 


with well weighted steering, is still 
fun in sweeping corners. 

Tighter and twistier roads can 
catch it out because the brakes can 
be difficult to modulate due to 
long pedal travel and an 
eight-speed gearbox that can leave 
the engine in a part of the rev 
range that lacks shove. 

Refinement levels have been 
improved with a new sound¬ 
suppressing windscreen and this 
pushes the XE to among the best 
in class in this respect. 

It’s also in the cabin where 
things have taken the biggest leap 
forward. Now all materials that 
look soft-touch are exactly that. 
Alongside the improved materials 
there’s now more technology in 
the car both as standard and on 


offer as an option. Standard kit 
across the range includes powered 
front seats, Apple Carplay and 
Android Auto, a new infotainment 
and satnav screen and a new 
part-digital central screen with 
analogue dials. 

Jaguar is also pushing its Touch 
Pro Duo which adds a second 
(hence “Duo”), lower, control 
screen below the navigation and it 
is also promoting the clever digital 
rear-view mirror as seen on the 
new Range Rover Evoque. 

The result is a package that’s 
appealing for both company car 
users and private buyers. But the 
upgrades keep the Jaguar feeling 
special and different from its 
German premium rivals and gives 
people a reason to choose Jaguar.

PET INSURERS PAY RECORD E785M IN CLAIMS 


PET insurers paid out a 
record £785million last 
year to cover the 
unexpected costs of 
owning a pet, figures from 
the Association of British 
Insurers (ABI) show. 

The jump in the cost 
was driven by a 
significant increase in the 
average claim size as 
veterinary treatment 
becomes increasingly 
sophisticated, the 
ABI said. 

The average claim 
climbed £36 year-on-year 
to £793 in 2018, with 4.3 
million pets protected. 

But average premiums 
were down slightly for the 
first time in eight years, at 
£279 in 2018 compared to 
£281 a year earlier. 

Over the past 10 years, 
the average claim has 
increased by 75 per cent, 
while the average 
premium has increased 
by 50 per cent, according 
to the ABI’s data.

RBS pensions 
under review 


ROYAL Bank of Scotland executives 
will be in the firing line when they are 
grilled by shareholders at the lender’s 
annual meeting over pension perks 
for top bosses next week. 

The group, 62 per cent owned by 
the taxpayer, will become the latest 
bank to face scrutiny over the dis¬ 
crepancy between pensions enjoyed 
by board members and 

those of the average worker. 

Chief executive Ross 
McEwan receives a 

£350,000 pension, which 
amounts to 35 per cent of 
his £lmillion basic salary, 
but those working in 
branches typically receive 
just 10 per cent. 

Concerns over the 

arrangement have been 

raised by The Investment 
Association, which oversees 
£7.7trillion in assets, and shareholder 
society ShareSoc. 

The IA said in February that it will 
monitor and name any company that 
pays pension contributions to new 
directors in a way not aligned to the 
majority of the workforce. 

It is also asking companies to

reduce the gap between the pensions 
of top executives and staff and will 
issue a “red-top” warning - the high¬ 
est and most serious level - on firms 
which pay newly appointed directors 
at rates above the majority of the 
workforce. It wants pension payments 
for existing executives 
brought below 25 per cent. 

ShareSoc, which is recom¬ 
mending investors vote 
against the RBS’s remunera¬ 
tion report at the Edinburgh 
AGM on Friday, has also 
highlighted that finance 
director Katie Murray 
receives a 10 per cent pen¬ 
sion payment, much lower 
than Mr McEwan’s. 

RBS investors have also 


been urged to vote down the remu¬ 
neration report by shareholder advi¬ 
sory firm PIRC, which is angry at Mr 
McEwan’s total £3.6million package 
which includes shares and incentives. 

PIRC said elements of Mr 
McEwan’s pay award are “excessive”, 
pointing out he is paid 46 times more 
than the average bank employee. 


Fewer homes out-eam owners 


THE proportion of homes which 
are “earning” more than their 
owners is shrinking as house price 
growth continues to slow, analysis 
has found. 

The average rise in house prices 
over the last two years has out¬ 
stripped post-tax earnings in less 
than one in 10 (eight per cent) 
local authority districts, Halifax 
said. This proportion is dwindling 


compared with nearly one in five 
(18 per cent) in 2017 and nearly a 
third (31 per cent) in 2016. 

The average UK house price has 
increased by £14,975 over the past 
two years, while the average 
take-home pay over two years has 
been £46,225. 

Earnings exceeded house price 
growth consistently at a national 
and regional level across the UK - 


from £19,649 in London up to 
£35,250 in Scotland. 

Leafy London borough 
Richmond-upon-Thames was iden¬ 
tified as the area where house price 
growth outpaces take-home pay 
the most. 

The average house price there 
has increased by £55,483 more 
than typical net earnings over the 
past two years.

IT would not have been a surprise to see 
a camel galloping across the sands at 
a sun-drenched Lingfield on 
Championship Finals Day - and hotpot 
Wissahickon certainly resembled one 
when given a thorough drubbing by 
Matterhorn in the Betway Easter Classic 
Middle Distance Stakes. 

Wissahickon, the impressive winner 
of last season’s Cambridgeshire and sent 
off the 1-3 favourite, looked on course 
for a sixth successive victory as his 
stable companion Court House set the 
pace. 

But when asked by Frankie Dettori to 
take his race, two furlongs from home, 
he found nothing. 

While Dettori was having sand kicked 
in his face, Joe Fanning had set sail for 
home with Matterhorn. 

His success in the £124,000 contest 


autumn, although he revealed that he 
would have bought him. 

“We always thought he was a good 
horse, but he had problems last year,” 
said Johnston.

THE BARE FACTS: 
Williams honours 
his pledge by 
meeting the 
press naked after 
last year’s world 
championship 
triumph

MARK WILLIAMS has raised 
the terrifying prospect of 
nude cartwheels if he repeats 
last year’s stunning Crucible 
triumph. 

The 44-year-old Welshman 
showed bare-faced cheek by 
doing his winner’s press 
conference in the buff 12 
months ago, honouring a rash 
promise earlier in the event. 

And world No 3 Williams, 
who starts his bid for a fourth 
Betfred World Championship 
success today against Martin 
Gould, has been partying hard 
ever since. After a year of 
drinking, kebabs, nights out, 
golf, cards and trips abroad, 
Williams even planned to spend 
last night preparing for his 
defence in a casino. 

“A few people appreciated 
me keeping my daft promise to 
do the press conference naked if 
I won,” he said. “I had to do it, I 
had said it, I had no choice. I 
only wore the towel because 
Barry Hearn made me. 

“But if you open your mouth, 
you have to do it - that’s me 
anyway, even if not everyone 
would have honoured it. 

“And apparently I also said 
that if I did it again this year I 
would top that by doing naked 
cartwheels out there. Who cares 
if it happens. For £500,000 you 
wouldn’t worry about it! 

“If somehow I won the World 
Championship again I think I 
would take the whole season 
off. I have enjoyed myself so 
much, it has the been the best 
time of my life. I can’t believe 
the 12 months has passed so 
quickly, it is frightening. I said I 
would enjoy it, and I did. 

“I have done the lot. Nights 
out, drinking, kebabs, cards, 
golf, New York, Spain, Dubai - 
probably the best place I have 
ever been - everything bar 
snooker. Winning that third 
world title has made my career, 


even if I never win another 
thing. I did something that no 
one - including myself - 
thought I could do. 

“Looking back now, I just 
remember being so nervous 
towards the end of the semi¬ 
final against Barry Hawkins. It 
was a horrible feeling. 

“That night I was in a kebab 
shop at about 3am thinking I 
would be absolutely knackered 
for the final the next day, I 
didn’t go to bed until 5am. 

“But then I found myself 4-0 
up and the final against John 
Higgins ended up being one of 
the best matches I have ever 
been involved in. I don’t think I 
have been given enough respect 
by World Snooker for the 


achievement. There was the 
thing my wife put on Twitter 
about not being on the front of 
the new video game.

BRIAN O’DRISCOLL believes 
this weekend’s Heineken Cup 
semi-finals offer the perfect 
stage for Owen Farrell and 
Johnny Sexton to silence 
their critics. 

The pair of playmakers 
endured poor Six Nations 
campaigns by their standards 
and have barely taken the 
field since - Farrell just once, 
Sexton not at all.

Farrell’s Saracens play 
Munster today in Coventry 
with the winner getting a shot 
at either Sexton’s Leinster or 
Toulouse in the Heineken Cup 
final at St James’ Park in 
Newcastle on May 11. 

And Lions legend O’Driscoll, 
who is predicting a Saracens- 
Leinster final, does not expect 
either fly-half to pass up the 
chance to show their quality. 

“Biggest games appeal to

BRIGHTON manager Chris 
Hughton will not fill his team 
with fear as they battle to avoid 
a disastrous relegation back to 
the Championship. 

Brighton, who won 

promotion in 2017, are only 
two points above the drop zone 
as they head to Wolves today, 
and have lost their past four 
Premier League games. 

But Hughton believes 
painting a bleak picture of what 
relegation would mean to the 
club and his players’ careers 
would be a dangerous way to 
try to motivate them. 

“What I can’t do is fill them 
with fear,” he said. “We have 
five games left and you want to 
get the best out of the players. 

“All I can do is tell them the 
exact facts. We have five games 
to go, we’re two points above 
the relegation zone, and we 
don’t want to rely on other 
teams.

It’s not 
only Saturday’s game, but it’s 
going into playing against a 
Tottenham team in a new 
stadium next Tuesday, too. 

“How good would it be to 
put in a performance to get a 
result there? These are the 
positive challenges we’re 
putting to them.” 

Hughton is frustrated the 
battle against the drop is being 
billed as a two-horse race to 
avoid the final relegation spot. 

His team are two points clear 
of third-from-bottom Cardiff, 
who face Liverpool tomorrow, 
but also have a game in hand. 
And Southampton, one place 
above Albion, are only three 
points better off - with even 
Newcastle, who play at the 
Amex next Saturday, not 
totally out of the woods.

RAFA BENITEZ is prepared to be 
out of work next season unless 
Newcastle prove they can 
“compete”. 

The Spaniard says he wants to 
have another crack at winning the 
Champions League before he retires 
as a front-line manager in 11 years. 

Benitez has been offered 
£100 million - plus cash raised by 
sales over the next two seasons - to 
spend on players but has yet to 
commit his future, with arguments 
continuing over the age of signings 
and plans for the training ground. 

“What I want is to get a job where 
I can enjoy competing. If I cannot, 
maybe I have to stay at home and 
wait,” Benitez said as he prepared 
his team to host Southampton. 

“When I decided to stay here in 
the Championship, it was to 
compete to go back to the Premier 
League, and try to be in the top 10, 
and try to go to Europe. 

“Now we are in a situation where 
we have to decide if we want to 
achieve something more. I don’t say 
you have to spend £200m, but you 
have to do things in a way where 
you can really compete 
when you go to the 
market. 

“I will try to do my 
very best until the last 
minute. Again I will 
say I’m happy, I can see 
the potential of the club, 
so I can’t repeat and repeat 
the same message.” 

Benitez turned 59 this week ^ 
and is conscious his next contract 
is key for maintaining his reputation. 
Asked how long he would go on, he 
replied: “I was talking with a friend 
yesterday - 11 years. Eleven years 
as a manager, that’s fine. You can see 
Roy Hodgson is still there [at 70]. 

“I want to compete for trophies. 
And the best trophy is the 
Champions League so I would like 
to have the possibility in the next 11 
years to win the Champions 
League.” 

Benitez admits uncertainty over 
his future impacts on his players. He 
cannot discuss new contracts, or 
make firm promises, because his 
own deal ends in June. 

But this week he did discuss new 
cameras being installed to monitor 
training sessions, so he is managing 
the smallest details in a sign that

MANUEL PELLEGRINI is 
confident of getting the better of 
Brendan Rodgers today, just as he 
did five seasons ago to become a 
Premier League winner. 

Manchester City and Liverpool 
are currently on the home stretch 
of a title run-in that mirrors the 
epic battle of 2014, when Pellegrini 
was in charge of City and Rodgers 
was at Liverpool. 

Pellegrini’s current club West 
Ham host Leicester today and the 
Chilean made it clear that City’s 
success five years ago was down to 
their overall superiority - not 
Liverpool legend Steven Gerrard’s 
infamous slip against Chelsea with 
three games to go. 

“Liverpool were always in front 
of us because we had three games 
in hand,” said Pellegrini. “It seems 
always that Liverpool lost the title 
but I don’t agree with that. 

“I do not agree that it was 
because they lost against Chelsea - 
it was 2-0 not 1-0. The first goal 
was a problem because Gerrard 
slipped - but [Liverpool] didn’t 
score a goal. 

“And if they had scored and it 
had finished 1-1 there would have 
been exactly the same champion, 
because we beat them by two 
points. We were the champions 
because we were the best team that

season.” Rodgers admitted that 
Pellegrini’s men deserved the title 
and was looking forward to 
renewing acquaintances. 

But he insisted his Liverpool did 
not crack up, pointing out they 
won 12 of their final 14 games. 

“He is a really good guy, he 
stopped us winning the title a few 
years back,” said Rodgers. “It was 
obviously a tough 
one to take being so 
late on. 

“The best team 
deserved to win it 
over the 38 games, 
and they did. But 
we played great 
football and went 
from the season 
before being in 
seventh to nearly 
winning the title, 
which was a 
massive jump from 
where we were. It 
was just a shame 
we couldn’t build 
on that.

one and lost one. It was 
unfortunate the Chelsea game we 
slipped up in, we played ever so 
well. 

“But of those players there at 
that time, the element that gets 
taken out of that period is Jordan 
Henderson. He got sent off at the 
end of the Manchester 
City game, right at 
the last kick, and his 
absence was a factor 
that really hurt us.” 

Rodgers believes 
another holding 
midfielder could be 
just as critical today, in 
the shape of West Ham 
20-year-old Declan Rice. 

“He is a brilliant 
player, a young talent,” 
he said. “He came into 
the team as a centre-half, 
made a couple of 
mistakes but has shown 
his personality. 

“He has this incredible 
in-built brain for football. 
You see in that controlling 
position how he can 
dictate the game and 
organise for them. He is 


arguably their key player. His 
reading of the game is fantastic for 
such a young player and you can 
see he loves football. 

“He plays with a passion and can 
virtually do everything. He can 
pass forward, pass with both feet, 
play one touch, and he senses 
danger, intercepts and blocks.” 

Pellegrini says City’s tougher 
run-in - with Tottenham and 
Manchester United their next 
opponents compared to Cardiff 
and Huddersfield for Liverpool - 
may not prove too pivotal. 

“There are so many things that 
can decide a title,” he said. 
“Sometimes the weakest team you 
play is the most difficult. Cardiff 
will be difficult for Liverpool - they 
are fighting relegation - and of 
course City have to play United. It 
will be a very tight race.” 

Pellegrini’s aim is to oust 
Leicester from seventh by the end 
of the season. The Foxes are five 
points ahead while Wolves, Everton 
and Watford are also in the running 
for a potential Europa League spot. 

“We still have the chance,” 
Pellegrini said. “If you lose more 
points it is difficult but we have 
four more games and we must try 
to win them.”

MO SALAH has helped transform 
Liverpool from also-rans to title 
challengers. And the Egyptian star is 
helping to change perceptions off the 
pitch as well. 

Salah was this week named as one 
of the 100 most influential people 
in the world by Time magazine 
alongside singing superstar Taylor 
Swift, Hollywood hero Dwayne ‘The 
Rock’ Johnson and the Pope. 

He is such an icon in his homeland 
he famously once received one 
million votes in a presidential 
election in which he was not even 
standing. 

The accolade comes a week after 
Chelsea fans abroad were filmed 
spouting vile racist abuse comparing 
the devout Muslim to a bomber. His 
response was a goal to help sink the 
Blues three days later and take the 
Reds back to the top of the table. 

And manager Jurgen Klopp 
believes Salah is a proving to be a 
powerful force for good in a world 
gone wrong, saying these are 
“dangerous” times, with so much 
hatred and bigotry washed across the 
globe inspired by a resurgence of the 
hard right in so many countries. 

He believes Salah’s “joy and love” 
is an antidote to that, and is helping 
spread the message that Islamophobia 
is simply dangerous and wrong. 

“He’s a role model in so many 
different things,” said Klopp. “It’s 
really, really nice to have him, and 
Sadio Mane as well. 

“Both are Muslims and live in 
a world where these things are 
very often discussed in a dangerous 
manner, where people think, ‘They 
are all like this’. We know that’s not 
true, but it is nice to have somebody 
around full of joy, full of love and to 
do what he is doing around his 
religion.” 

Salah’s impact on the pitch has 
been felt more in recent weeks with 
a return to form. His strike against 
Chelsea was sandwiched between 
goals against Southampton and Porto 
to make it three in four games 
for Salah, joint top-scorer in the

“Joe looked good. Will he start? 
We will see. We have a lot of 
players with a lot of rhythm, but 
it’s good to have him,” said Klopp.

Tickets for the sold-out game 
have been selling on the black 
market, with everything to play 
for at opposite ends of the table. 

Cardiff boss Warnock said: “If 
you’d told me when I arrived 
that tickets would be selling for 
£1,000 on the black market 
you’d have been locked up in a 
straitjacket. 

“But that’s where we are and 
we’re enjoying it.When the 
pressure is on you have to try 
to enjoy what you’re doing. 

“It’s an amazing game and the 
atmosphere will be fantastic. 
Alongside Man City they’re the 
best by a mile - one of the best 
teams in the world right now. 

“We just want to put in a good 
performance. The dressing room 
was elated after the win at 
Brighton on Tuesday night, 
not just because we’d won but 
because of the way we won. 

“We knew that if we lost that 
was it, so they all did their jobs. 
Anything we get out of Sunday’s 
game will be a bonus because 
we haven’t got anywhere near a 
point off the top six teams yet. 

“We conceded five at home 
against Man City and United 
and three against Spurs. You 
can plan all day long but if you 
concede an early goal you have 
no chance against these teams.” 
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MAURICIO POCHETTINO 
has told Son Heung-Min the 
only time he is likely to be 
able to grab any rest in the 
next hectic few weeks is in 
Tottenham’s Champions 
League semi-final opener. 

The South Korean striker 
is banned for the first leg of at 
home to Ajax on Tuesday 
week after picking up a 
booking in the dramatic 
quarter-final triumph at 
Manchester City. 

Son scored twice as Spurs 
lost 4-3 at the Etihad but went 
through on away goals. 

Pochettino’s men are back 
at the Etihad at 
lunchtime today in 
the Premier League 
but with fellow 
striker Harry Kane 
out injured, the 
manager says that 
Son - who has 
scored four goals in 
his last four games 
- will be one of the first 
names on his teamsheet in the 
coming weeks. 

Pochettino said: “We know 
Son is going to be suspended 
for the first leg against Ajax. 
That is disappointing but you 
can be sure if he is OK he is 
going to play in the rest of the 
games. 

“We have to be careful how 
we manage the squad, but Son 
is so important to us.”

on Wednesday, their hopes of 
a unique Quadruple in 
tatters, know Pep Guardiola 
will be determined to keep 
his side’s title chase going.

PEP GUARDIOLA has vowed there 
will be no change to Manchester 
City’s pursuit of silverware on 
multiple battlefronts next season 
despite the risk of potential burnout. 

City’s attempt to land an 
unprecedented Quadruple this season 
- a dream that crashed in agonising 
fashion against Tottenham in the 
Champions League quarter-finals on 
Wednesday night - has left them 
stretched at times. 

Certainly more so than title 
rivals Liverpool, who bowed

second-string side on only a couple of 
occasions in the domestic cups - and 
even then exclusively against lower- 
league opposition - said winning the 
next game was the only consideration 
he could have.

2017 and Liverpool in the quarter¬ 
finals last term - is becoming a blot on 
his otherwise impressive record at the

has struggled with injury he has 
barely produced a performance 
of any note since. 

Solskjaer said Martial was not 
alone in needing to produce 
more for the cause in the closing 
stages of the season, with a top- 
four spot still up for grabs.

United have lost four away 
games in a row including crashing 
out of the Champions League at 
the Nou Camp and tomorrow 
they travel to face an Everton 
side who have beaten Arsenal 
and Chelsea in their last two 
home games. 

Toffees boss Marco Silva 
believes the form United showed 
to land Solskjaer the job full¬ 
time - a run of 14 wins in 17 
matches from December to 
March - masked a vulnerability. 


“Sometimes even if you achieve 
results it doesn’t mean you are in 
a fantastic situation, that you are 
really solid,” he said. 

“When you analyse United, I 
can see in them very good things 
but I can see also some things we 
can exploit.” 

United have not kept a clean 
sheet in 10 games in all 
competitions. And Silva believes 
that while they remain capable of 
blistering counter-attacks, a run 
of just six goals in seven games 
suggests teams are starting to 
nullify that threat. 

“They have one way to play 
and they can exploit really well 
mistakes of the opponent 
because they have this quality - 
high speed and really strong 
players in the attack line,” said 
Silva. “But if you are in a good 


day you can create problems for 
them. They are a strong side but 
if we are on our best level we can 
beat United.” 

Solskjaer has been boosted by 
the likely availability of Ander 
Herrera for tomorrow’s game. 

But with Manchester City and 
Chelsea visiting OldTrafford next 
week before United visit to 
Huddersfield then play Cardiff at 
home to close the season, 
Solskjaer’s target of 12 points 
from their last five games to bag 
a top-four finish leaves little 
margin for error. 

“There is no shame in going 
out to Barcelona but you have to 
get on with it quickly,” he said. 
“We spoke about it, forget about 
this, we’re out but we want to be 
here again and to be back at 
these stadiums.”
